Occupation Tax 


Judge's Opinion Says Absence of State Law Taxing Itinerant The- 
atricals Makes It Illegal for Councils To Pass Such Ordi- 
nances~ Show Owners May Sue for Damages if Oppressed 


GOLDTHWAITE, Tex., Nov, 20.—Any 
law passed by a city council imposing 
an occupation tax on shows traveling 


in the State of Texas is unconstitutional 
and void, according to an opinion handed 
down here by Judge J. C. Darroch at the 
request of William Bird, owner of a lot 
used by tent shows playing this town. 

The opinion states that, in the absence 
of a State law imposing an occupation 
tax on traveling shows, except medicine 
troupes, it is illegal for any community 
to pass an ordinance of this character. 
This applies to State and county, as well 
as city tax. 

The opinion, which points out that the 
occupation levy on traveling attractions 
is discriminatory, further states that 


show owners, if subjected to impositions 
of this kind, may resort to injunctions 
restraining the city and its officers from 
enforcing the ordinance, and also may 
bring damage suits for loss occasioned 
by the enforcement of the act, as well 
as for attempted enforcement or for 
malicious prosecution on account of being 
arrested under a void law. 

Fred B. Flood, advance man for one 
of the W. J. (Doc) Allman Jesse James 
companies, was instrumental in bringing 
out the opinion from Judge Darroch.

U. §. Exports of Amusement Devices, Toys 


and Musical Instruments Run Into Millions 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The Depart- 
ment of Commerce has announced that 
millions of dollars’ worth of American- 
manufactured amusement devices and 
articles of entertainment are exported 
annually to supply diversion to many na- 
tions and races. In addition, musical 
instruments, sporting goods, phonograph 
records and accessories reached several 
millions. 

The full text of the department's state- 
ment follows: 

“The United States’ export trade is not 
confined solely to the so-called articles of 
necessity, but includes many products 
which furnish amusement and entertain- 
ment to the people of other lands. Fig- 
ures contained in Commerce and Naviga- 
tion, the recently issued statistical publi- 
cation, show that millions of dollars’ worth 
of American manufactures of amusement 


devices and articles of entertainment are 
shipped abroad annually to supply diver- 
sion to many nations and races 

“In 1925 46 foreign countries purchased 
$278,084 worth of amusement park and 
playground devices from the United 
States. Canada, New Zealand and France 
were the leading purchasers of these 
products, altho Germany, Cuba, British 
Guiana, Mexico, Trinidad and Tobago 
took considerable quantities during the 
year. 

“Exports of mechanical toys in 1925 
amounted to $119,506; shipments of dolls 
and parts totaled $197,342: exports of 
rubber toys, balls and balloons were 
valued at $1,289,229, and exports of other 
toys amounted to $1,636,304. American 
toys were sold to 78 countries during the 
year, of which the United Kingdom,

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1931 Exposition 
In Los Angeles 


International Arts Exhibir Is 
Planned Concurrently With 
Olympic Games 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 20.—In a com- 
mendable effort to create Los Angeles the 
art center of the Western hemisphere, 
a proposal has been made to hold the 
first International Exposition of Vine 
and Applied Arts in 1931 on the eity's 
156th anniversary of its founding. 

The project has been given its initia- 
tion by William*Alanson Bryan, director 
of the Los Angeles Museum in Exposi- 
tion Park. According to Bryan’s plans, 
the exposition would cost between $30,- 
000,000 and $40,000,000 and would run 
concurrently. with the Olympic games. 
Thus it is hoped to raise a California 
city to the exalted rank of a world center 
in art and athletics. 

Exposition Park is the proposed site, 
and three buildings, 12 stories high, 
2,500 feet long and more than 160 feet 
deep are planned to house the art treas- 
ures, which would be collected from all 
parts of the world. 

The buildings, one of which is under 
construction, would be permanent and 


would constitute the world’s largest 
cultural palace. 
“Our exposition,” says Mr. Bryan, 


“should be one dedicated to all the finer 
things in life. As a nation we lead in 
engineering, in architecture, in finance, 
in invention and in science, yet we spend 
tens of millions annually in pilgrimages 
abroad to see what other nations have 
done with art.” 


Thomas Conkey Sues

Studio Workers 
Threaten Strike 


Famous Players and Cosmopoli- 
tan Men Will Walk Out if 
$1 Increase Is Not Granted 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Electricians, 
carpenters, painters, scenic artists and 
others, members of various unions, in- 


cluding Studio Mechanics, Local No. 52; 
the United Scenic Artists, Local No. 829; 
Carpenters and Joiners, Local No. 585, 
and locals in District No. 9 of the 
Brotherhood of Painters, Decorators an 
Paperhangers, employed in the motion 
picture studios in the East, did not strike 
today, as scheduled, at the Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky and Cosmopolitan studios. 

Because of failure of these studios last 
week to pay union men the $1 increase 
in wages granted, retroactive from No- 
vember 1, notice was served that unless 
the men received their pay in full, including 
the boost, at 12:30 Saturday, they would 
refuse to give services today. All other 
studios in New York and vicinity paid 
their men the granted increase. Famous 
Players and the Robert Kane Produc- 
tions, now tenanting the Cosmopolitan, 
hedged at paying the raise, offering to 
give two-thirds of the men employed in 
these studios the $1 jncrease and let the 
one-third balance go along at the old 
wage. 

Representatives of the Studio Me- 
chanics and other locals held a meeting 
Thursday and served their notice of 
strike. This brought a response from 
Famous Players and Kane. The former 
promised Adolph Zukor personally would 
see William F. Canavan, president of the 
International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees, early this week to 
reach an agreement, while Kane promised 
to straighten out the matter tomorrow 
definitely 

As a result the unions involved in- 
structed their men to report today and 
await developments 

The average salary of studio em- 
ployees, who work about eight months 
out of the year, is $55 a week The 
raise of $1 to everyone was just recent- 
ly granted for the new season, with the 
understanding it was to be paid from 
November 4.

Widescope Films 
Given Exhibition 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.- 
pictures, or Widescops 
by trade name, heralded as the latest 
invention in motion pictures, a camera 
process which takes a picture little more 
than twice the standard size, was put on 
exhibition for the first time Thursday 
at the Cameo Theater. 

A screen more than double the stan4- 
ard dimensions is used to project the 
Natural Vision films, which, because of 
their size, allowS a larger and more 
graphic background for the action and 
permits better closeups. One of the most 
remarkable features of the invention ‘ts 
the ability to cover more action without 
changing the scene or camera and to 
catch closeups of several people without 
the necessity of bunching them. 

The scenes shown at the Cameo were 
mostly outdoor. Under the Widescove 
process the camera will take a full figure 
portrait at a distance cf eight or nine 
feet, whereas the standard cameras take 
only half the body at that distance, its 
sponsors claim Distortion of figures 
when viewed from the sides, as occurs in 
standard projection, is eliminated in the 
Natural Vision films, and the obfects ap- 
Pear clearer than in the best of standard 
pictures.

Beyond all that hovers around th'e Sat- 
isfactory mark, some a little less, some 
a little more, Twinkle Twinkle has one 
big asset and one big weakness. The 
question is whether the one is strong 
enough to offset the other. 

Without need of argument the out- 
standing feature is the laughs evoked by 
Joe FE. Brown. It will also be unani- 
mously admitted that the most offending 
item on the red-ink side is the inability 
to put across the music, principally to 
be held against the voices of those in the 
straight leads, altho the orchestra of or- 
dinary house type is somewhat at fault. 
Twinkle Twinkle is a musical comedy or 
a comedy with music, what you will. 
The point is the same. 

More conventional than has hitherto 
been their want, Harlan Thompson and 
Harry Archer have nevertheless supplied 
a serviceable book and score that are of 
about equal value when a close study is 
made. tight here is the place to won- 
der why three Kalmar-and-Ruby num- 
bers were interpolated into the score. 
The reason is certainly not obvious, espe- 
cially as they are not up to the regular 
score, but are rather ordinay tin-panny 
tunes, not even of the usually good 
standard that this pair contributes. Why 
not let well enough alone and look to 
the real trouble, the fact that no one in 
the cast can really sing in either “‘popu- 
lar” or true voice. 

The story, while far from novel, is 
well carried out and brought to a logi- 
eal conclusion. A movie star, tiring of 
her companions, loses herself in Pleas- 
antville, Kan., and finds happiness, as do 
the inhabitants, including a vouthful 
movie magnate disguised as the local 
newspaper reporter and a hick detective 
in many disguises. Joe E. Brown, as 
the latter, makes full use of ali the old 
stuff in the correspondence course book, 
the trick makeups and the sudden ap- 
pearances. Then he adds his own ex- 
cessively funny personality and that 
mouth—who could resist it?—plus a lot 
of monkey business that knocks you 
clean off your seat The scene in which 
he registers “emotions” for the movies 
in the last act is one of excruciating, if 
not the very funniest, to he seen on 
Broadway at the present time Brown 
has never shown to better advantage, 
and he has always been a ranking come- 
dian. 


As the movie queen Ona Munson is 
ite to look at, a graceful dancer and 
ractive in personality when she suec- 
eds in getting it across the footlights 
ut too much, including her voice, re- 
1ins inside of her. If she would con- 
trate on the far corners of the audi- 
ium it might help. Opposite her. if 
Alan Edwards would concentrate les 
on that perpetual smile it would also 
help him He is one of those juvenile 
leads who have yet to learn that some- 
thing more is required than just to look 
handsome. However, he does read his 
lines well.

Flo Lewis also 
adds materially to the laughs, proves 
herself an exceptionally fine feeder for 
Srown and fills the requirements of a 
soubret at the same time. 


Frances Upton, to be heard from in a 
more prominent way some time, scores 
highly in the Charleston and with the 
T Hate To Talk About Myself number. 
Tf she would get the same amount of 
expression into her face during the first 
act that she does in the second she would 
make more of an impression on the 
average of her audience. It might also 
be suggested that her pencil could bring 
her eyebrows closer together to attractive 
advantage. And again, it is not neces- 
sary for her to go to the extreme of a 
shout in reading her lines. All in all, 
however, she promises much for the em- 
bellishment of a more important role. 


John Gray contributes a good piece of 
character work thru his serious and sin- 
cere work as the telegraph operator of 
Pleasantville, small part tho it is, and 
William J. McCarthy is convincing as the 
movie director who is “daddy” of the 
sugar variety to “a cutie” personified by 
Therese Kelly. Joseph Lertora rather 
overdoes the coquettish mugging for a 
man. but is otherwise appropriate as the 
sheik. As a film vampire Perqueta Court- 
ney is not as effective as she might be, 
partly because of her clothes and partly 
because of her artificial reading. 

The Six Sweet Sixteens are a comely 
and able group of dancers who score in- 
dividual as well as team honors, and the 
ensemble is only a step behind them. 
Credit goes first to the persons who 
picked this flapper chorus, not to mention 
the “gentlemen”, and then to Harry 
Puck, who polished them into such fine 
shape after Julian Alfred became ill and 
had to drop the assignment. Puck shows 
promise of becoming one of our best 
dance girectors, if indeed he has not al- 
ready achieved that distinction. 


Frank Craven has staged the book as 
would be expected, of him, and Charles 
LeMaire has done an equally good job 
with the designing and selection of cos- 
tumes. P. Dodd Ackerman’s settings are 
fitting and pleasing to the eye, providing 
artful background. 

Twinkle Tirinkle would stand a good 
chance of equaling the earlier Thomp- 
son-Archer shows if the musical end 
could be made to count.

Carl Reed. continuing the policy in- 
rurated with The Humble, ha resus- 
citated The Witch, John Masefield’s ver- 
sion of a Norwegian historical drama 
Concerned with medieval witchcraft and 


demonology, liturgy, invocations to God 
and Satan, burnings at the stake, step- 
incest, the chanting of choirs, tolling of 


bells, Lutherism, seduction, meditations 
on death and morality, the play is apt to 
seem a little incredulous to this fox- 
trotting, sceptical generation. That peo- 
ple did believe in witches, that they did 
burn them at the stake, there is no 
doubt, but viewing the matter as history 
and living thru it in the theater are two 
different things. It is difficult to under 
stand such a narrow-minded, naive, God- 
fearing civilization as is here presented 

Masefield’s translation, or adaptation, 
is phrased in a smooth, flexible prose, 
mounting occasionally to genuine poetry, 
but always easy and pleasant to the ear. 
The beginning of the third act is dulled 
by redundancy, and reiteration is too 
often a fault. Not pointless, not lacking 
in crises, the piece somehow misses the 
mark, perhaps thru its very adherence 
to outworn and discarded ideas of. good 
and evil. 

Alice Brady, as the beautiful girl-wife 
turning witch, gives always a creditable 
performance, and twice she rises to 
heights in moments of emotional stress. 
She seems at her best alone on the 
stage in indecision, and subsequent de- 
cision is brought about most skillfully 
thru gesture and facial expression. She 
never misses an opportunity. 

Opposite her, in the role of stepson 
and seduced priest, Hugh Huntley offers 
a characterization just a trifle too weak- 
kneed. On for a few brief moments as 
a @ranken minister of God, Harold 
DeBecker scores heavily, and with him 
must be mentioned the excellent Maria 
Ouspenskaya as a chattering, groveling 
and cursing witch. David Landau, hus- 
band and man of religion, plays too even 
a tenor, tho he has a resonance of voice 
suited to the part. Adelaide Fitz Allan 
overplays a little as an 89-year-old bigot, 
and James C. Malaidy and Erskine San- 
ford are successful as opposed types of 
priests. The minor characters are left 
to Genevieve Dolaro, Louise Lorimer, 
Wallace Fouse. George Blackwood, Ar- 
thur Gray, V. P. Newmark and Henry 
Buckler. They fit naturally a _ pictur- 
esque background. The supers fill the 
proper niches. 

Livingston Platt has done better set- 
tings. Hubert Osborne’s direction is in- 
telligent. 

Masefield has been concerned with 
better drama, and Alice Brady has seen 
more intelligible plays

With a meticulous drawl of steely but 
sincere character, a definite personality 
stamped in her face an] athletic move- 
ment, an unwavering attention to all 
that goes on about her, and a power to 
rise to every scene with something in 
reserve, she fills the role to more essenc: 
that it ever contained 

Opposite her, Curtis Cooksey makes his 
usual contribution with that ideal ont- 
door he-man portrayal in the part of the 
ranch foreman who is almost lost to Lily 
Sue when the prairie ku-kluxers pull off 
the Ivnching thrill of the last act. Very 
much mixed up in all the love making, 
poker games, shootings and wat not, 
Willard Mack plays his own sheriff with 
old-fashioned effect that ts or is not ac- 
cording to your taste. In the grease 
paint of Chief Charlie Highhorse, Wil- 
liam Courtleigh seores for both his cour- 
age and his interpretation in plaving this 
foreign part, and, as two old duffers of 
shack-ridden fate, Robert Wayne and 
James Grady aid with the Belascan at- 
mosphere that is quite as “real” as you'd 
have it. 

Florence Gerald and Huron L. Blyden 
are more amusing and convincing than 
their lines in the assignment of Lily Sue's 
“drifting” parents, getting much out of 
the proffered characteristics of the lazy, 
shiftless nomads that Mack has sketched 
for them. A dull-headed. thick-tongued., 
but true-hearted youth is finely carried 
out by Leslie M. Hunt to make the son, 
Asa, an individual, and Beatrice Banyard 
handles the role of his child sweetheart 
with admirable restraint and depth. 
Joseph Sweeney is rather too obviously 
the despicable villain and his reading is 
needlessly jerky, but some of the fault 
is in the script 

A well-trained ensemble of cowpunch- 
ers brings what is due to Arnold David- 
son, John Wheeler, Earl Craddock, Ed- 
mond Norris. Jose Yovin, John Clemence, 
Franklin Klein, F. Raymond and Edward 
Kelly; their scenes being just another 
demonstration of Belasco’s skill. And 
speaking of scenes, the painted ones are 
a treat. Joseph Wickes will agree to 
share a little of that credit with the 
lighting. 

The early acts might be speeded up a 
bit and some of the talkiness eliminated, 
but on the whole the piece is well pro- 
duced for the sort of theatrical fare that 
it is.

Condemns “Evil” Song 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The Q. R. §S 
piano roll company of Chicago is sending 
letters to the music trades protesting 
against a so-called suggestive song, 
which the firm announces as being in its 
opinion unfit for reproduction, and that 
all dealers who want the song will have 
to obtain it otherwise than on their prod- 
uct 

This action is the first of its kind ever 
taken by a mechanical reproducing com- 
pany, either piano rolls or phonograph 
records, not to mention the fact that it 
is taking the trouble to circularize the 
trade as well 

The letter is to the effect that the song 
is “demoralizing” and “vicious”, and 
continues to say it is bad enough when 
grown-up people are affected by a song, 
but when children are naturally apt to be 
interested in a song (whose title suggests 
a fairy tale character) it is time to call 
a halt. In addition to the letter a copy 
of the lyric of the song is enclosed.

Plans for War 


On Film Powers 


New Jersey Independent Exhibi- 
tors, 15,000 Strong, Discuss 
Move at Annual Meet 


ATLANTIC CITY, Nov. 20.—“The last 
stand of the theater owners of New 
Jersey”, as Joseph M. Seider character- 
ized the annua! convention here this week, 
resulted in the formation of plans for an 
“independent exhibitor trust” to fight the 
monopolistic companies which are pro- 
ducers, distributors and exhibitors in one. 
Seider, president of the New Jersey unit, 
numbering about 15,000 independent the- 
ater owners, severely ‘indicted Will H. 
Hays, president of the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributors of America, 
charging he and the big interests were 
not in any way protecting the small ex- 
hibitor. 

It was indicated efforts would be made 
to conduct an investigation into alleged 
monopolistic practices of the interests in 
New Jersey to save the independent from 
utter oblivion. 

Criticizing Will 
Seider stated: 

“We have been forced into compulsory 
arbitration by what at first seemed the 
Magna Charta of the motion picture in- 
dustry. I refer to arbitration as repre- 
sented by Will H. Hays. Mr. Hays has 
taken us for children and since he repre- 
sents those powerful organizations which, 
because of finance and business methods, 
are. beginning to dictate to us, he has 
forgotten to protect the small man.” 

Veiled hints that efforts will be made 
to stop the Stanley Company of America 
from expanding in New Jersey were 
dropped at the convention by exhibitor 
leaders.

Splendid idea in presenting old songs 
in novel cycle and presentation. The of- 
fering just misses getting over strongly 
because it is rushed unnecessarily, and 
the numbers selected are not quite to 
the taste of the average vaudeville fan. 
The singing is done by a mixed quartet, 
two men and two women, assisted by a 
cirl and boy who fill in the intervals 
with dance numbers. The girl opens the 
et in “one” with a hurried song about 
the offering. She wears schoolgirl cos- 
tume for no special reason that we can 
see, 

In “two” the quarfet’s first effort was 
Swanee River, done in costume in front 
of an attractive setting, which included 
the facade of a Colonial mansion, the 
river In the background and good light- 
ing effects. The voices were well har- 
monized. Before the olio the girl and 
boy offered a dance, and the next river 
to be sung about was The Banks of the 
Wabash. This was a set in “two”, a 
sort of fence or bars, with the four as 
country folk. The girls looked all right 
in ginghams, but the men in overalls, 
ete., did not need the goatees. This gave 
the ballad a comedy aspect, whether or 
not the chin adornment ifs true chron- 
ology. It seems imperative that the 
whiskers be removed. since they seem 
out of place on young faces, and the 
laughs are not in keeping with the ballad. 
Something of the sentimental value of 
the Paul Dresser song fs lost also be- 
cause of the trick arrangement of the 
chorus. The next set was a plier and 
Micsissippi River steamer, with the girl 
offering a bit of dance while the roust- 
about took it easv on deck. The quartet 
sang something that sounded like Louwtsi- 
ana Lou, and might well have been 
Waiting for the Robert F. Lee or some 


other song about the Mississippi. It’s 
the biggest one we've got. 
After a clever inebriate dance by the 


boy the quartet sang Where the River 
Shannon Flows. It did not take so well 
here, and the song should be an alter- 
nate number, depending upon the- house 
being played. Closing was the repro- 
duction of Washington crossing the 
Delaware River, and the song of war- 
time vintage, My Dream of the U. S. A. 
Inasmuch as the changes are quickly 


made, sticking to classical and real old 
songs would be more of a consistent 
evele.

Three girls and 
three men comprise the cast. The prima 
donna, a brunet of pleasant aspect, is 
catered to unstintingly, having the spot 
to herself for several semi-classical bits. 
The two girl dancers are also seen in 
single bits, one of them scoring highly in 
an Oriental interpretation. The grace of 
this girl's hands is effectively portrayed 
in this number, one in which footwork 
is relegated to serpentine movements of 
the torso and hands. The bit has all the 
embellishment of sensuous Oriental 
movement, including the musical ac- 
companiment, but the girl’s interpreta- 
tion makes it acceptable. 


Schreck appears in oversize clothes and 
gives several acrobatic dance bits that 
are knockouts.

The opening stunt is a glimpse of ac- 
tion on a pair of miniature rings by one 
of them. This fellow makes body turns 
and swings easily and gracefully. The 
following bit is a ball-rolling exhibition 
on 2 set of parallel rods. From the or- 
chestra it seems that the monk is bal- 
ancing the ball while rolling, but closer 
inspection reveals the comfortable rig- 
ging on which the ball is being propelled. 
The best stunt of the act is performed by 
two monks on a miniature trapeze ar- 
rangement. There are no catches, but 
the little fellows work in unison, hanging 
naturally by their fore and hind legs 
and interspersing the monotony with 
mid-air somersaults over their own cross- 
bars. While the various specialties are 
in progress an “orchestra” of monks does 
its stuff. This comprises one banging 
cymbals, another causing other dishar- 
mony from a drum and a third scraping 
away at a small “violin”, the bow at- 
tached to the instrument. 

A good novelty act. Will get a con- 
sistently good reception in the family 
houses, chiefly because of the human 
liking for monkey stunts.

The girl duo offers 
Charleston interludes in half-hearted 
fashion while preparations are on the 
way for the highlight bit. This consists 
of the upholding of one end of a table 
by the legs of one of the girls, who is 
flat on her back. The man swings on to 
the table and assumes a similar pose, 
balancing the other girl on a long lad- 
der. This girl ascends and descends the 
ladder, stopping every few rungs to give 
a balancing bit. This stunt would go 
over better if the trio were more careful 
in concealing the fact that the ladder is 
resting on a part of the table which 
exerts little or no pressure on the girl 
occupying the understander’s position.

Thirty Pink Toes

Style — Comedy. Setting — Full, special. 
Time—Thirteen minutes. 

These three men have a comedy act 
with a little harmonizing at the opening 
and closing, generally spliced with hoke. 
Clowning is their forte, and they stir up 
several good laughs. 


The rendition of a _ ballad offstage 
serves as an opener. The rise of the 
curtain reveals a bedroom scene with 
three pair of feet, or rather 30 toes 
(tho not pink), protruding from a bed. 
The men work in pajamas, and after a 
little clowning in the bed, imitations of 
a dog, cat and rooster, one of the men, 
in female garb, presents an Oriental 
comedy number, with a second man spill- 
ing water all over the stage. What the 
water symbolized is hard to understand, 
unless it meant to set the stage for their 
final song number, Mopping Up, which 
is rendered with all the men using mops 
to dry up the stage.

This act is an un- 
adulterated dance offering; it carries 
little in the way of terpsichorean nov- 
elty, but with such finesse and spirit do 
the four girls and two men step that the 
total impression presented is of more 
than passing favor. No expense seems to 
have been spared in the costuming and 
drops. The girls and men appear in 12 
specialties, and each of these is char- 
acterized either by a costume or scene 
change—and most times both. 

The Fords are fortunate in having 
with them the perfectly matched Crisp 
Sisters. These girls appear in soft-shoe, 
clog 4nd eccentric bits, scoring evenly 
thruout, principally because of their pre- 
cise and unified gestures and movements. 
Miss Craig is splendid in a kicking and 
whirling number in which a tambourine 
is gracefully employed to the enhance- 
ment of the effect. She scores even bet- 
ter toward the close in a toe specialty, 
executing twists and bends that are 
creditable even if she does wear special 


shoes for them. 

The opening and closing ensembles are 
worthy of special mention. Two couples 
are seen in the former, gyrating in the 
zig-zag fashion of a minuet.

When Tom 
was trying to get a start as a song- 
writer he kept one foot on the pedal of 
the piano he played in Greenwich Village 
and the other one in politics. He wrote 
a number of rag-time songs, then his big 
hit. 

Tom finally tired of the song grind 
and deserted Broadway. The other day a 
friend of his said Tom is doing well 
these days writing negro spirituals in 
Chicago. In fact, he is doing better in 
this line than he usually did as a popular 
songwriter. He publishes his church 
music and sells it to the various churches. 
Yes, Tom is colored, as you guessed, but 
the gang always credited him with having 
a white heart. 


Bibo Enlarges Firm’s Quarters 


Irving Bibo, Ed Bloedon and Chas. 
Lang should collaborate on a book telling 
discontented and ambitious songwriters 
how to start in the publishing business 
with one song and develop it into a suc- 
cessful enterprise, This trio has turned the 
trick. 

Several months ago they formed a 
company and rented space from another 
publisher and used as a starter Am I 
Wasting My Time Over You? When the 
number began to show up as a result of 
their sane and consistent exploiting they 
rented an office for themselves and issued 
books on harmonica playing and some 
new songs. Pressing Howard Johnson 
into service as an accessory, Bibo wrote 
My Cutey’s Due at Iwo Today and got 
another big seller. Now they find the 
one office too small and have leased three 
more offices and are wetting them with 
a number called If Tears Would Bring 
You Back I'd Cry My Eyes Out. 

Wasting My Time is a big seller and 
was put over without the assistance of 
17 branch offices. Of course, now the 
firm has opened an office in Chicago, 
Naturally the boys havé to be in style. 


Berlin Hogging the Catalog 


Several well-known songwriters have 
been grumbling recently over the fact 
that Irving Berlin is hogging the catalog 
of his own music concern. They say that 
good numbers are suddenly shelved with- 
out getting a fair trial to make room for 
new ones by Berlin. 

There was a time when Irving Berlin 
had one or two numbers in each batch 
of “plug” songs, but now, according to 
the songwriters, he has from one-half to 
three-quarters of the “plug” songs. A 
recent examination of the bulletin board 
at Berlin’s office showed that he had five 
out of six numbers listed. 

After all is said and done, however, it 
is Berlin’s business; he and his partners 
pay the bills for all songs, hence if 
Irving feels like hogging the catalog it 
is his privilege. And if songwriters do 
not like it they have the privilege of 
taking their musical gems to other firms. 


Dumb Girls Kill Music Sales 


Some of the dumbest girls in the world 
are to be found back of the music 
counters in the syndicate stores. They 
have not sufficient sense or interest in 
their jobs to order music when calls 
come in for it. And they sidestep the 
issue by telling customers this or that 
number is not in stock. At one counter 
the girl told this to at least half a dozen 
customers who called for a new song 
just getting into the air. Picture the 
business the publisher is losing if the 
same thing is occurring all over the 
country. 

The music business is bad enough at 
present without having dumb aealesgiris 
and mus‘c buyers converting it into a 
nightmare by neglecting to order songs 
for which there are legitimate calls. 


Bernstein Has Trio of Shows 


This year Louis Bernstein, president 
Shapiro, Bernstein & Company, is pay- 
ing a great deal of attention to musical 
comedies and now is publishing the music 
of three shows, two of which already have 
clicked, Honeymoon Lane and Le Maire’s 
Affairs. It looks as tho Bernstein has 
two sure-fire hits in The Little White 
House and Half a Moon Is Retter Than 
No Moon, featured numbers in Honey- 
moon Lane. Several humbers in the other 
shows are beginning to show up well.

Neither jobbers nor dealers would buy the song 
they wrote and published from a room in Shapiro's 
home, and they never made a nickel profit until they 
took over from W. C. Dunn a dead catalog, and 
Bernstein found in it a hit number, called My Old 
New Hampshire Home.

Thruout the week the 
attendance was exceedingly gratifying 
and the standard of production such as to 
warrant Chicago being justly proud of its 
own company.

The Philadelphia Orchestra, despite the 
long anticipated premiere of Turandot 
occurring at the Metropolitan Tuesday, 
November 16, played on that same date 
to its usual sold-out house at Carnegie 
Hall. Three Brandenburg Concertos, a 
Chorale and a Toccata and Fugue com- 
prised the all-Bach program presented 
under the direction of Leopold Stokowski. 
Altho ably played by the Philadelphia 
musicians, the concertos were uninterest- 
ing and for the most part tiresome. How- 
ever, the boresomeness of the program 
was largely retrieved by the brilliant 
rendition of the Toccato. Stokowski ad- 
ministered too many concertos at one 
dose. 

Marguerite Valentine, pianist, who has 
appeared in recital before in New York, 
was heard in Aeolian Hall Wednesday 
evening in a program of works by Mozart, 
Schumann, Scarlatti, Liszt, Chopin and 
others. Dexterity in fingering, efficient 
technic this artist has, but except in com- 
positions of the first group on the program 
she played with so little expression as to 
make the music sound mechanical. 
Liszt’s Sonata in B-Minor, the big num- 
ber of the evening, as played by Miss 
Valentine, seemed unusually long and 
tiresome. 

Raoul Vidas, violinist, gave his second 
recital this season in Town Hall Thurs- 
day evening, November 18. Mozart, 
Veracini, Haydn, Bach, Lalo, Beethoven 
and other composers’ works comprised a 
program which served to add further to 
the pleasing impression made at the pre- 
vious recital. Vidas has much interpreta- 
tive skill, a finished technic and his play- 
ing was noteworthy for smoothness as 
well as warmth of tone. Rudolph Gruen 
assisted at the piano most capably. 

Helen Scoville, pianist, played before 
one of the largest audiences seen in 
Aeolian Hall this season Thursday eve- 
ning, November 18. Her program was a 
relief from the usual recital as it consisted 
chiefly of numbers seldom heard by 
the composers Scriabine, Moussorgsky, 
Tcherepnine, Debussy and Rachmaninoff. 
Excellent technic, keen interpretative 
ability and skillful tone shading justly 
warranted the enthusiastic ovation given 
this young artist. Certainly this Ameri- 
can pianist should be heard from more 
often in the future.

And third, it must in some way def- 
initely or imperceptibly influences the 
creations of the trained composers— 
provided, of course, that it has a genuine 
vitality in itself. We should not dismiss 
jazz with a sneer, but keep an eye on it 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
it has a real national vitality or is only 
& gaseous emanation of a temporary 
state of excitement.”

Traveling Shows Playing Texas» 
Not Subject to Occupation Tax

the latter immediately took the matter 
up with the judge. 

The opinion handed down by Judge 
Darroch is expected to benefit traveling 
show managers thruout the State of Tex- 
as, and Goldthwaite in particular is now 
rejoicing that it will once again get some 
attractions. Mr. Bird announces that any 
tent shows desiring to play here may do 
so by getting in touch with him. 

Judge Darroch’s full opinion, which is 
worthy of being preserved by show man- 
agers for future reference, is as follows: 

Goldthwaite, Tex., October 22, 1926. 
William B'rd, 

Go'dthwaite, Tex. 
Dear Sir: 

Complying with your request of recent 
date I have made an examination into 
the legality, or rather illegality, of the 
ordinance passed by the city council of 
Goldthwaite on September 2, 1926, impos- 
ing an occupation tax upon traveling the- 
atrical performances, which ordinance 1s 
as follows: 

Sec. 1—“Hereafter there shall be levied 
and collected a city occupation tax and 
license from every theatrical or dramatic 
representation and from every musical 
comedy show, play and @1l similar amuse- 
ments showing, exhibiting or giving any 
performance within the city limits of the 
city of Goldthwaite, Tex., whether the 
same be given or shown fcr a paid admis- 
s'on or for the purpose of collecting a 
crowd to sell or dispose of patent medi- 
cines, medical appliances or other articles, 
where said theatricals, dramatic repre- 
sentations, musical comedies, shows, plays 
or other amusements are itinerant and 
travel from place to place and from town 
to town in giving their shows and per- 
formances: The sa‘d occupation tax and 
license to be collected shall be the sum 
of twenty dollars ($20) for each and 
every performance, show or exhibition. 
The said occupation tax to be paid to 
and receipted for by the city tax collector 
of the city of Goldthwaite, Tex., before 
such performance, show or exhibition is 
given. 

Sec. 2—Provides a fine of not less than 
$20 nor more than $50 for showing with- 
out having paid the above tax. 

Par. 3—Is the emergency clause, which 
among other things recites the fact that 
there is no State law covering traveling 
shows, aS an emergency reason for pass- 
ing this ordinance. 

I find that the recitation above men- 
tioned in the emergency clause of this 
ordinance to be correct. There is no State 
law imposing an occupation tax on travel- 
ing shows or theatrical performances. 
Hence, any law pasved by the city coun- 
cil imposing such a tax must of necessity 
be unconstitutional and void. 

Article 8, Section 1, of the Constitution 
of the State of Texas, relating to the 
subject Taxation and Revenue, provides 
as follows, as a limitation on the author- 
ity of cities and towns to levy occupation 
taxes, viz.: 

“Providing further that the occupation 


tax levied by any county, city or town 
for any year on persons or corporations 
pursuing any profession or business shall 
not exceed one-half of the tax levied 
by the State for the same period on such 
profession or business.” 

It follows of necessity that where 
there is no State law imposing an oc- 
cupation tax the city of Goidthwaite and 
all other cities in Texas are without 
constitutional power or authority to levy 
such a tax. When the Legislature has 
declared that a named occupation shall 
be taxed for the benefit of the State, 
and has fixed the amount of the tax, 
then and not before has a county, city 
or town the power to tax that occupation.

Ex-Parte Jones 38, Cr. Apps. 492, and 
many other authorities might be cited, 
but the plain provisions of the constitu- 
tion are sufficient without the citation 
of authorities. 

The Legislature, 38th, 3d, Called Ses- 
sion, page 162 attempted to impo e a tax 
on traveling shows, but in doing so they 
provided that the tax should not appy 
where the traveling show exh’/bited in a 
regular theater, and therefore fell foul 
of the same section of the constitution 
which provides further that taxes shall 
be equal and uniform. This act was 
evidently and plainly enacted for the 
benefit of the established theaters of the 
State, as it appears was the purpose of 
the city ordinance in question, and the 
court of civil appeals in passing upon 
the validity, wel non, of this act of the 
Legislature, held in the case of Davis vs. 
White, 160 S. W. 138, that Sections 1 
and 2 of the act in question were un- 
constitutional and void because they were 
not equal and uniform, but discriminatory 
in character, but Sections 3 and 4 of 
the act, which impose occupation taxes 
upon regularly established theaters, mov- 
ing picture shows, etc., were upheld vy 
the court, so that the status of this tax 
matter is that the regularly established 
shows are subject to occupation tax, 
which was imposed by this act, while the 
traveling shows and theaters are not; 
neither State, county nor city tax can 
be imposed upon such shows for the 
reason that there is no State law im- 
posing such tax, and hence no constita- 
tional power or authority for the county 
or city to impose the same. 

When the laws of Texas were recodi- 
fied by the 39th Legislature, Sections 
1 and 2 of the act above mentioned were 
omitted, doubtless because the same had 
been held to be unconstitutional, but, 
whatever the reason, they were omitted, 
and consequently were repealed and do 
not exist as the law of the State regard- 
less of any decision holding them to 2 
valid or invalid. 

The ordinance In quertion is void for 
the reason that there is no State law im- 
posing a tax upon the traveling shows, 
theatrical performances, etc. (except as

Sec- 
tion 29 in that it imposes a greater tax 
than is authorized under this provision 
of the State law, and does not make 
the exception for shows conducted in 
fairgrounds as made in State law. 

I think this is sufficient to show the 
vice of the ordinance in question. The 
next matter is as to your remedy in law 
in case you are prevented from renting 
your lots to shows in que tion. 

You, as well, as the show owner, have 
two remedies—one is an injunction re- 
straining the city and its officers from 
enforcing the ordinance, the other is suit 
for damages on your port for loss oc- 
casioned by the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance, and on the part of the owner of 
the show for damages for loss on account 
of enforcement or attempted enforcement 
of the ordinance ani for malicious 
prosecution for being arrested under a 
void law, which causes of action would 
He against the city and its officials who 
attempted to enforce the ordinance in 
question. The cause of action world also 
be against any person who instigated a 
prosecution under the ordinance.

Why So Many Tab. 


Companies Founder 


By SAM BARLOW 


Since I left New York the past summer with my Pony Land Parade Company 
I have met with several little experiences that might be of interest to the mem- 


bers of the tabloid game. 


A manager, to be successful in the tab. game, must positively know the business. 
He must know the time he intends to play and must have a line on the conditions 


that are apt to prevail while his com- 
pany is playing those blessed, or I might 
say damnable, percentage and guarantee 
dates, which are so apt to be sandwiched 
in on a perfectly decent looking route. 

The reasons why so many tabloid com- 
panies are hanging up notices are numer- 
ous, and I am in a position to know some 
of the reasons, as I have been right on 
the lot and have made a thoro study of 
the existing conditions. 

In the first place, why an office booking 
this form of entertainment will keep on 
its books houses that will not pay a 
guarantee large enough to cover a man- 
ager’s “nut” is more than TI can fathom. 
Just this is the thorn that has caused so 
much grief for owners and managers of 
tab. shows. 

My contention is, and always has been, 
that if a house wants a show, it should 
at least guarantee the show expenses, and 
it if refuses to do that it should be 
taken off the books. The ove condi- 
tions exist in the territory I have played 
from time to time, and many a per- 
fectly good tab. show has gone on the 
rocks, simply because it was forced 
to take this suicidal time, knowing, before 
it started out, what it would lead to. 

Many a manager has been forced to 
go to his people on Saturday night and 
say: “Folks, how much can you get along 
on till we get to the next stand, which 
is.a salary date?” As an example, I will 
cite a case where a house plays a show 
on a 50-50 basis. The show, with its 
railroad expenses, baggage, salaries and 
other incidentals, must receive $500 to get 
in the clear. The show grosses $800 on 
the engagement, and, on the 56-50 basis, 
receives $400. The show loses $100 on 
the deal, while the house receives $400, a 
profit. Such dates are scaffolds for any 
show. 

I have played them all, the good and 
the bad, and until the houses that refuse 
te pay a show a salary or a guarantee 
large enough to cover the “nut” are taken 
from the books, or until, on the other 
hand, the owner of the show refuses to 
play such houses, there is going to be 
grief, and plenty of it, for the hard- 
working tabloid manager.

Hill will 
then proceed to Detroit anda Buffalo to 
see one or more of the legitimate shows 
in which he is financially interested and 
Speaking of the- 
atrical conditions in general, Hill says 
that it is suicidal to play the agricultural

From Neb. Towns 


Changed Mind After Agreeing 
To Stay Out of 7 Towns--- 
Court Upholds Contract 


LINCOLN, Neb... Nov. 20.—Because 
he made a contract when his houses 
passed to the Hostetler interests, now 
under the wing of Universal, agreeing 
not to operate in Grand Tsland, Norfolk, 
Columbus, Fremont, Kearney, Hastings 
and Fairbury for a period of 10 years, 
J. Jolly Jones has been enjoined by the 
Supreme Court from running the theater 
he has acquired at Grand Island in vio- 
lation of the terms of the agreement be- 
tween he and the Hostetler company. 

Jones claims the contract was bad be- 
cause it tended to eliminate competition 
in the bus‘ness, that it was unreasonable 
as to time and territory and that it was 
not in the interest of the public. 

The Supreme Court, however, found 
against him on all points, ruling that in 
these days of easy travel no territoria! 
meaning attaches and that as the restric- 
tions in the contract go only far enough 
to insure that the purchaser secures the 
full benefit and enjoyment of what he 
bought. it is enforceable. The evidence 
showed Jones is not attached to Grand 
Island by any ties, as he ny resided in 
three different towns in the last few 
years. It is also pointed out in the 
opinion that there are 30 or 40 other 
towns over 2,000 population where he 
may engage in business.

Presentations Field

“It now remains for the managements 
of these theaters and circuits to lay as 
much stress upon their presentations as 
they now do upon their picture programs. 

“You (meaning The Billboard), as one 
of the first in this field, will find the 
future sufficiently successful to repay 
you for your preliminary efforts.”

written to one of our members inquiring 


about certain association matters may 
prove of interest to the readers of this 
page: 

“First, let me answer your objections 
to the 75-cent fine. No member need ever 
incur an assessment or fine. A member 
out of work can apply for an Excused 
Card and he can have it renewed until 
such time as he gets a new engagement 
The holder of an Excused Card pays no 
assessment. What, then, are we to do 
with those people who will not take the 
trouble to apply for an Excused Card and 
yet do not pay their dues promptly? It 
costs the association several thousands 
of dollars per annum to keep track of 
these delinquents, and in order that they 
themselves should pay the expense, rather 
than those who have carefully obeyed the 
laws of the association, we give two 
months’ grace, and then charge an as- 
sessment of 25 cents a month. Surely 
there is nothing unfair in this arrange- 
ment. It has been explained again and 
again at general meetings and has al- 
ways been received with what appeared 
to be unanimous approval. 

“T am heartily in accord with what you 
say about the agents. I agree with you 
that if they were all wiped out tomorrow, 
plays would still be cast and the the- 
atrical business go on just the same. The 
agent, however, is frequently a great con- 
venience. He assists the manager who 
cannot remember all the actors who are 
disengaged and who has no knowledge 
of anyone who could play, let us say, a 
John Barrymore type of part. So he 
sends to the agent and is able to cast his 
play much quicker. The agent, too, is a 
convenience to the actor, because he 
learns just what offices are worth visiting 
on a particular day. Understand this is 
placing the business on an equitable basis, 
but I know that a great many abuses 
have crept in and that actors have much 
cause for complaint. I know that some 
managers and some agents split commis- 
sions. I know that some agents charge 
what to my mind are exorbitant com- 
missions. I know that some actors seek 
to subsidize.the agents so that they will 
have first choice of any parts which come 
along. 

“The Actors’ Equity Association started 
an investigation into this subject about 
seven or eight months ago, and then sume 
mer came and with it vacat’ons and re- 
duction in staff, but the council has taken 
up the matter again, and this time we 
intend to have a thoro survey made to 
find out every possible abuse and to see 
if we cannot devise ways and means for 
clearing up the entire situation. 

“T regret to learn that you think the 
Western actor is discriminated against in 
New York, but we cannot very well help 
that. We all have our prejudices, and 
most of them are unfair. They tell me 
in some places that a German, because 


authority that even in Canada an English- 
man who is seeking a job is deliberately 


turned down. As I said before, these 
prejudices are unfair, but so long as 
human nature is what it is we cannot 


help them, but rest assured of one thing, 
and that is, thet if the Western actor 
invades New York and sticks it out, he 
will get his chance sooner or later, and 
when he does he will make good if his 
talents are sufficiently developed. The 
profession is a gamble. Even New York 
actors of recognized ability have been 
unable to secure engagements for long 
periods of time. That experience, un- 
fortunately, comes into all our lives. 

“You suggest that an Equity card is a 
scrap of paper to the average agent. I 
don’t think you quite mean that. The 
agent knows just as well as you or I do 
that the actor has to have an Equity 
card before he can start rehearsing, or at 
least before he can open. The Equity 
card is no cachet of ability, but it is a 
passport without which one cannot enter 
into the territory of backstage 

“No, the Actors’ Equity Association is 
not ‘just an insurance association that 
insures against stranding, number of pere 
formances, rehearsals. etc.’. The Actors’ 
Equity Association has taken upon itself 
all sorts of investigations for the benefit 
of the theater as a whole. It secures 
statistics and suggests methods by which 
the number of compan’es can be in- 
creased; it halts inimical legislation; it 
fosters organizations for the welfare of 
the theater. In fact, it does so much 
that my poor old head cannot at times 
hold it all.” 


Ruling Regarding Junior Members 

The following resolution was passed at 
the last Counc'l meeting: 

“Whereas, many of our junior members 
and members who play in tents, reps., 
boats, ete., who pay an initiation fee of 
$10 are now working in competition with 
regular members who have paid the initia- 
tion fee of $25; and 

“Whereas, various mermbers of other 
branches of the Associated Actors and 
Artistes of America (especially of Chorus 
Equity) pay a lower initiation fee for 
regular membership to their parent 
branch than we do to ours and have been 
allowed to transfer to the Actors’ Equity 
and are also working in competition with 
members who have paid the full initiation 
fee; and 

“Whereas, it is provided in the consti- 
tution and by-laws that the Council has 
power to determine the amount of pay- 
ment to be made by either of the afore- 
going who have applied or who hereafter 
apply for transfer; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that all junior members ad- 
mitted after the first day of May, 1923, 
and who are or may become eligible for 
transfer, and all others who have or are 
to be transferred since that date, pay as 
an additional fee the difference between 


installments, at the option of the member; 
and be it further 

“Resolved, that in all cases 
initiation fee paid by an applicant for 
transfer to Actors’ Equity to his parent 
branch is less than $25, such person so 
transferring since the aforementioned date 
shall also pay as an additional fee the dif- 
ference between the intiation fee already 
pa'd by him to his parent branch and $25, 
said difference to be paid at the option 
of the member in either one of two annual 
installments. Chorus members applying for 
transfer may claim junior rights for two 
years, thereupon additonal amount as 
above becomes due, payable as above. 


Of Interest to Members Receiving $20 or 
Less Weekly 
The Council, feeling that it might be a 
hardship on some of our members on 
small salaries to pay their current dues, 
passed a resolution to the effect that 
members in receipt of small salaries, i. e., 
$20 a week or less, shall have their cur- 
rent dues reduced by one-third. How- 
ever, it is necessary that the member 
claiming this exemption should have same 
o. kd. by the management.

Members who receive a salary which 
is more than the amount agreed upon in 
the contract are violating a law of 
Equity and may be suspended. That is, 
the assoc ation does not allow a so- 
cal’ed bonus. 

The experience of one company that 
accepted such a bonus without the know!l- 
edge of its association proves the wisdom 
of this rule. 

The members of the chorus of this 
company refuced to go on the road for 
less than $40 a week. The manager 
gave them $35 AND A BONUS OF $5. 
The unthinking members decided that 
this was £40, irrespective of what it was 
called, and accepted the contract. The 
first four weeks that they were out they 
played nine performances each week— 
and for this they received £%9.37—that 
was made up of the $35 on the con- 
tract. and an eighth of that $35, which 
was $4.37. In other words, they lost 
63 cents a week by disregarding the 
advice of the associa‘ion. Not so much, 
but the worst was yet to come. Follow- 
ing the four wecks of nine performances 
this company had one week ,in which 
only six performances were given And 
that week they received just what the 


contract read-—$35 The $5 bonus was 
not a part of the contract and so the 
company had no legal complaint. 
Further than this. altho they had felt 
that they could not go on the road for 


less than $40, they were then not in a 


position to ‘eave. 

As they had received the amount of 
money called for on the contract, they 
could not claim that the contract had 
been violated. Their only redress was 
to give a two weeks’ not’ce and leave. 


And they were too far from New York 
to pay their fares home! 

While a manager is at fault in asking 
our people to violate any rule of the 
association, we cannot hold that the 
members agreeing to such a proposition 
are entirely blameless. If such viola- 
tions continue it will be necessary to 
suspend members who agree to contract

Hardeen Named 
Houdini’s Successor 


In Harry Houdini’s private safety-de- 
post box a‘ will was found which was 
executed July 30, 1924. It prov des for 
the payment of his debts and funera! 
expenses and directs that the Machpelah 
Cemetery Association, Fresh Pond Road, 
Queens, receive $1,000 for the perpetual 
care of the lot where he is buried beside 
his mother. A bronze bust of himself, 
made by Cassidy of Manchester, Eng., 
is to be placed at his grave on an exedra 
erected by the magic an. 

Houdini’s widow receives all household 
effects, jewelry, ornaments, trophies, si!- 
verware, personal effects, oil paintings 
and his entire dramatic library. 

His “new mysteries and il'usions” and 
the accompanying paraphernalia are giv- 
en to his brother, Theodore Franz Weiss, 
known professionally as “Hardeen”. It 
is provided that they are to be destroyed 
upon his brother's death. 

The American Society of Psychica! Re- 
search, at 44 West 23d street. is to re- 
ceive Houdini’s collection of books, 
pamphlets, letters and the like relating 
to spiritualism, occultism and psychic re- 
search. His widow is to be the sole 
judge of what constitutes this collection. 

His entire library and collection of 
programs, excepting his dramatic library 
and the collection referred to above, is 
given to the Congressional Library at 
Washington, provided the gift is accepted 
and is perm'tted to be known as “the 
Donated Library of the !ate Harry Hou- 
dini’. If the Congressional Library re- 
fuses to accept the gift and the attached 
condition, it is to go to the New York 
Public Library with the same st pulation. 
If the New York Public Library declines 
to take it it will then revert to his 
widow to dispose of. 

James O. Collins, Franz Kukol and 
James H. Vickery, three of Houd ni’s as- 
sistants, each $500, and the Society of 
American Magicians receives $1,000. The 
residue of the estate, real and personal, 
is left in trust to the Bankers Trust 
Company, New York, which is to con- 
vert it into cash and invest the money 
in first mortgages on approved real estate 
in Manhattamt The income of the trust 
fund thus created is to be paid every six 
months, in equal shares, to six bene- 
ficiaries, his widow, his four brothers— 
Nathan Joseph Weis, William Godfield 
Weis, Theodore Franz Weis and Dr. Leo- 
pold Davis Weis—and _ sister, Carrie 
Gladys Weis. 

Houd ni names his widow as executrix. 
His brother, Nathan, is to be her succes- 
sor at her death. Should both die, the 
Bankers Trust Company is appointed 
executor. The amount of the estate was 
not disclosed. 

Tempting offers of thousands of dollars 
are pouring in on Hardeen. He is turn- 
ing them all down. Some of the offers 
are coming by*cable. Harden said: “My 
first appearance as Houdini’s successor 
will be made in New York, probably not 
for six or eight weeks.” 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Herbert Put- 
nam, Librarian of Congress, declared 
there was no question that the Congres- 
sional Library would be willing to accept 
Houdini’s lterary colection under the 
terms stipulated in his will, requiring 
that a title be carried indicating it was 
donated by Houdni. “I shouldn’t have 
any question of it,” said Mr. Putnam. 
He added that he knew the co lection 
only by hearsay, but understood it was 
remarkable. 

“When a man who has the interest 
and very great sincerity Houdini had, 
and sufficient means also, and devotes 
himself to research for such material in 
whch at the time there is not much com- 
petition, it stands to reason that he must 
gather material of great interest.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 15.—Get- 
ting out of a straitjacket is easier than 
emerging from a traffic jam and much 
safer, declared the Great Nicola, who 
thri‘led thousands at noon today in be- 
half of the Indianapolis Community Fund 
campaign.

Tadema * Bussiere, author of Find 
Daddy, which lasted for eight perform- 
ances at the Ritz Theater last March, 
shows little profit from the lesson to be 
gained in that quick closing. The same 
and worse faults mark Gertie as another 
poor piece of writing. 

Its story about the little working girl 
who finds that the rich young man’s 
attentions are dishonorable is even older 
than was the idea of the earlier play. 
The excuses are even weaker for getting 
the 10 characters in and out of Gertie’s 
room at Mrs. Flynn’s boarding house, 
where all three acts are laid. What is 
intended this time as humor falls flatter 
than before. Every line sounds like an 
effort to be smart and the wisecracks 
are too obviously trumped up. Such stuff 
as “Hello, generally.”—‘‘Generally what?” 
—“Generally lazy and generally broke!” 
descends to the other extreme. Then in 
the more serious import of this play, the 
character drawing of these folk at Mrs. 
Flynn’s is hardly convincing when the 
dialog shifts from lines peppered with 
such words as “bozo, guy, ain’t, dese and 
dem” to conversation that deals with the 
law of contrasts,, with parasites and 
with other equally unlikely subjects for 
uneducated people. Two distinct vocab- 
ularies are even mixed in the same 
sentence, such as “There was no frost 
on that bozo’s ardor’. But the worst 
offense in the piece is the lack of finesse, 
the obviousness, the cheap theatrics that 
spoil what might be effective dramatic 
scenes here and there during the course 
of Gertie’s disillusionment. 

Needless to say, the “opus” is pretty 
hard on the cast. Constance McKay 
struggles valiantly with the title role. 
The author has made sure that the au- 
dience should know the whereabouts of 
Gertie’s garter in this case and the neces- 
sity of playing several scenes in her at- 
tractive green lingerie does not aid Miss 
MeKay is overcoming the self-conscious- 
ness she would naturally feel in the un- 
real lines and in her first Broadway 
appearance. While she is not quite the 
one for dishabille, she has a personality 
that does much for the part. Her 
dramatic ability cannot be fairly judged 
in such a play but it warrants subsequent 
engagement. 

As Gertie’s classy boy-friend, who 
“makes his own salad in restaurants 
while the waiters stand ’round doin’ 
nuthin’”’, Edward Reese handles himself 
skillfully as to physical movement but 
is completely swamped by the impossible 
character and speeches the playwright 
has provided. His diction is excellent, 
his gestures nicely restrained but effec- 
tive, his stage positions correctly taken, 
but all to little avail. What actor could 
make a love scene anything but ridiculous 
with such declarations as “Your vivid, 
real, pulsing!” And many of the lines 
are worse. 

Jimmie Scott also has an inane role 
but he makes it even more ineffectual 
because he shouts in an effort to be the 
Nagle is 
similarly at fault in overplaying the bill 
collector. 

Pat O’Brien gives the best performance, 
partly because he has the best written 
part but mostly because he somehow 
manages a quiet sincerity. Marienne 
Francks attains some real moments as 
the poor forlorn child who lives with 
Gertie, but the play quickly intercedes. 
Elisha Cook, Jr., is also successful beyond 
what is provided for him and takes ad- 
vantage of the better passages to show 
that he has a keen sense of characteriza- 
tion. The Irish boarding house lady is 
made interesting by Carrie Lowe’s at- 
tempts at a brogue and two bits are filled 
satisfactorily enough by Waldo Edwards 
and Edward Goff. 

An appropriate setting has been 
furnished by Nicholas Vellenti and its 
illusion spoiled by somebody’s crude 
lighting. The direction is as negligible 
as the play.

Arthur Richman defeats his own pur- 
pose in A Proud Woman. To a certain 
point he has so well drawn two irritating 
characters that they get on the nerves 
of the audience as well as the others 
within the play and appreciation is apt 
to be lost in uncomfortable aggravation. 
One wants to walk out of the theater or 
climb over the footlights and slap ridic- 
ulously proud sisters who ruin every- 
thing they come in contact with. Then 
Richman does something even more dan- 
gerous. For the sake of an otherwise 
excellent dramatic ending, he suddenly 
lowers that pride and robs the audience 
of the conviction it has so far held in 
those two acutely wrought women. That 
action of borrowing money knocks the 
whole-play into a cocked hat. 

Elisabeth Risdon and Florence Eld- 
ridge gave as fine performances in these 
thankless roles as author, producer or 
audience could possibly wish for and they 
deserve credit for their courage as well 
as their ability. They share equally the 
honors that the public is not likely to 
accord them, 

In more sympathetic parts, Margaret 
Wycherly brings a quiet human touch to 
a mother role; Herbert Yost is pleasant- 
ly amusing as a dumb-witted home town- 
er, and Anne Morrison is beautifully 
natural as the wife of a Senator, played 
in an unstagy and individual way by 
Brandon Evars. John Marston is his 
usual sincere self in the leading mascu- 
line role of a man who finds his happi- 
ness ruined by the results of that twisted 
state of mind which engulfs his fiancee. 
Percy Ames contributes a keen charac- 
terization of a man-about-town, and 
Madeleine King, tho her face is far too 
refined, is excellent as the maid of the 
household, 


The piece has been directed with tru 
feeling by John Hayden but many of 
the positions and crosses need to be 
cleared up. Zaymond Sovey’s setting of 
an odd-shaped room looks as tho it were 
lived in and fits the play to a nicety.

AJ discriminate revival of Shaw’s 
Pygmalion might be so delightful. What 
a pity that the Guild has to go and bun- 
gle its production. Not that the current 
showing does not have its amusing mo- 
ments; for, of course, the play contains 


a certain amount of wit that is infallible ; 
but, as the whole thing stood at this 
latest premiere, jt falls short of the full 
entertainment that is possible from the 
material if handled in a judicious man- 
ner. 

One hesitates to lay it all up to the 
director. The producers may be partly 
to blame, for it is said that they fear 
to allow liberties with the works of 
their “grand old man” across the seas. 
And the very literal presentation is the 
first and worst trouble with the present 
offering. Dramatic styles have changed 
in the course of the dozen years since 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell played the pigre. 
Today, the division into five acts is dan- 
gerous to the sustainment of interest; 
long speeches are equally perilous; solilo- 
quies, such as the tag of act three for 
instance, fall utterly flat; false scenes. 
occurring period:cally in this script, are 
now glaringly theatrical and a_ bore. 
But in the main the play is modern and 
all these difficulties are not beyond re- 
pair. Cutting and revamping for a re- 
vival, so long as it is intelligent and 
does not hurt the purport of the original, 
is not only warranted but essential, 
authorship by Shaw or anyone else not- 
withstanding, 


The piece might be sharpened to a 
nicety for the present era if acts three 
and five were done away with, their bet- 
ter and most significant passages being 
interpolated into acts two and four. The 
matter would be easy to accomplish and 
would not detract one whit from the 
tale of this latter-day Pygmalion, Pro- 
fessor Higgins, and his Galatea, raised 
by phonetics from the Cockney gutters 
6f Lisson Grove to the heights of a cul- 
tivated lady of Wimpole street Nor 
would the elimination and shift material- 
ly detract from the Shavian sidelights of 
Wit@but would rather aid them in seem- 
ing set forth in more up-to-date tech- 
nique. 


In Reginald Mason’s playing of the 
fumbling Professor, Dudley Duigges’ di- 
rection has accomplished a most extraor- 
dinary and terrible thing. It appears, 
and so evidently, that Digges has acted 
out the whole role for Mason and the 
latter has tried to mimic every inflec- 
tion, even down to the pitch and rhythm, 
and every movement, from head to foot. 
It is a dire failure, of course. Not only 
is it hollow but overacted. Mason in 
his effert loses sight of the restraint that 
Digges so admirably practices and he 
goes at it hammer and tongs, explosive- 
ly picking up cues, demonstrating every 
line with the gestures he has learned 
how but not when to use, and generally 
overdoing from start to finish. How 
much better if he would offer his own 
characterization in his own manner! 

As Eliza Doolittle, the flower girl who 
is made over “into the likes of a duch- 
ess”, Lynn Fontanne would be more con- 
vincing if she were more careful during 
the early scenes to apply the Cockney 
accent to every word instead of occasion- 
al words. She could put more fire into 
the role here too go that the later con- 
trast would be more effective, and her 
whoe performance could stand raising 
to a greater height without becoming too 
histrionic. After all, the part lacks 
plausibility and therefore cannot. be 
played in a straight realistic manner. 

Henry Travers, in the fat part of the 
dustman who js “delivered into the hands 
of middle-class morality”, scores best. 
His dry, nasal tones and fine sense of 
character do much to aid the amusing 
lines. Beryl Mercer is not far behjnd 
him jn the honors with her well-titted 
reading and artful movements of quiet 
determination as the Professor’s much 
tried housekeeper. Helen Westley, as 
the Professor's mother, has the most 
genteel role that has been assigned her 
in many a moon. While she carries it 
off admirably enough, she does not seem 
to enjoy the task, 

The rest of the cast is without dis- 
tinction. J. W. Austin is satisfactory as 
Colonel Pickering but really makes noth- 
ing of the possibilities in this part. 
Phyllis Connard strains the nasty tones 
of her society girl but improves in the 
third act. Winifred Hanley and Charles 
Courtneidge, as her mother and brother, 
respectively, could achieve more color 
to advantage. The three bystanders un- 
der tne portico of St. Paul's Church are 
eared for well enough by Leigh Level, 
Bernard Savage and Charles Cardon, 


while the minor bits are walked thry 
by Thomas Meegan, Kitty Wilson, td 
ward Hartford, Dorothy Fletcher and 
others unnamed on the program. 

All in all, with the exception of 
Travers and Miss Mercer, the perform 
ances do a inspire much enthusiasn 
and their? direction is not up to tl: 
standard of some of the other jobs Dua. 
ley Digges has turned out in the past 
The settings, designed by Jo Mielziner, 
are artistically simple and attractiy 
That memorable rain effect is now 
executed by Mike O'Connor and his staff 
of electricians instead of by a band of 
plumbers If the Guild will thus bow 
to progress on the stage, why not in the 
script?

In This Room is melodrama _ served 
hot from the facile pen of Edward Locke, 
with many rough edges to be smoothed 
over before it ceases to impress one with 
the bungling done in tne telling of what 
is a good story. In the prolog Mr. Locke 
shows how dramatists proceed in the 
making of a play; at least it shows one 
way of procedure. The prolog has the 
young dramatist procrastinating in the 
writing of the manuscript until the man- 
ager in desperation connives with the 
dramatist’s young wife and locks him in 
a room. After resorting to all means to 
effect an escape, he accidentally makes 
the discovery of two bottles of aged 
cognac and a diary revealing a record of 
happenings in the career of the manager's 
father and mother. It is a diary of a 
tragic “quadrangle”. Here is a_ political 
“boss” who is a beast of a husband, mar- 
ried to a young maiden of culture and re- 
finement The other woman of the 
quadrangle is one with whom the hus- 
band- had lived before he had married. 
while the other man is a prince exiled 
from Europe and is now the tutor of the 
young son of the ill-mated couple. The 
wife is in love with the cultured tutor 
The time is shortly after the Civil War 
and the scene is that of a Gothie library 
of the ante-bellum days. All the action 
takes place here. 

Wolheim, a coffin manufacturer made 
wealthy by the war, is about the most 
wicked man the drama has _ produced 
in a long time. He has a Dutch dialect, 
is terribly profane and constantly in- 
toxicated. His words are those of the 
gutter and at times so vile are the lines 
assigned to him, they offend Tt is a 
vulgar characterization that no one but 
Wolheim, of the actors of today, can 
essay so well as he. Olive Tell, as the 
sweet young wife, has an ungrateful part 
She has married him to secure a coffin 
in which to bury her mother, widowed 
by the war. A strange reason, even as 
reasons go in stage marriages. She ts 
attractive as the heroine and depicts the 
tortured wife with intensity at all times 
and with power in the closing scene with 
her brutal husband Maude O'Dell, 
remembered for her stage successes of a 
decade ago, is admirable as the mistress, 
who is willing to be beaten and installed 
as housekeeper after the young bride ar- 
rives. Donald Gallaher, as the youns 
dramatist in the prolog, has little pro- 
vided for him to do and what he does is 
ather stupid. Not his fault. Later in the 
proceedings, when he plays the aristo- 
cratic young lover, he plays the part for 
all it is worth.

The behavior of ushers, ticket sellers, 
doormen and other attaches 1s bound to 
reflect the attitude of the manager, and 
where there is a disinterested, inefficient 
boss there is almost sure to be a care- 
less staff. 

Contrast this kind of house manage- 
ment with the utmost in courtesy, 
service, comfort and cleanlinéss—the 
“glad-to-have-had-the-pleasure-of-enter- 
taining-you, come-again” atmosphere 
that prevails in the high-class but low- 
price movie houses, and you have the 
answer. 


Unmasking the Actor 


In a recent Sunday edition of a lead- 
ing New York newspaper a press agent 
took it upon himself to explode what 
he terms the “romantic myth” surround- 
ing the workers before the footlights. 

Without consideration, mercy or 
apology, the mimeograph hound in ques- 
tion tears away the actor’s cloak and 
reveals him to the curious public as 
only a human being after all. 

The expose is subtitled, “Methods 
Used by the Profession To Ensnare the 
Elusive Job”, and, accordingly, the arti- 
cle sets forth all the weary details about 
tramping from office to office, dickering 
with managers over salary, sending cir- 
culars and photographs with biograph- 
ical data to prospective employers, and 
all the rest of the unromantic routine 
which the average actor has to go thru 
in landing jobs. 

There may be a reading public for this 
sort of thing, just as there is_a reading 
public more or less for almost anything 
that is printed, but it would seem that 
persons of the theater should be the 
last ones to broadcast such yarns. 

For a press agent, in particular, it 
shows mighty poor judgment. His 
bread and butter depends upon the thea- 
ter, and the theater depends upon illu- 
sion. To shatter this illusion is not 
only harmful to the theater, but it even 
detracts from the enjoyment which play- 
goers derive from their fancies about 
stage folk. 

The number of actors and actresses 
deserving of a Boswell with the ability to 
do them justice far exceeds the supply 
of press agents capable of filling the 
bill, and the article ynder discussion is 
only one of many instances where press 
agents, either kngwingly or unwittingly, 
for personal gain or to gratify their 
vanity, have broken faith with those of 
their own world. 


Radio and Speech 


Radio broadcasting may not be having 
quite as much educational effect as some 
enthusiasts claim for it, but the art of 
speaking correctly at least is coming in 
for scme benefit. 

Pronunciation and grammatic con- 
struction of sentences are important 
factors in a radio talk, especially in view 
of the fact that programs which come 
to listeners over the air appeal almost 
wholly to the ear, and this makes it im- 
perative for announcers and_ broad- 
casters to pay very particular attention 
to their speech. 

The influence upon radio fans may 


be either conscious or unconscious, 
Either way tremendous results are pos- 
sible. 

Another great possibility opened up 
by radio is the creation of a standard 


American speech. For years there has 


heen discus n of tl subject. but no 
feasible plan could be evolved to answer 
the ITpose 


Altho it is too much to expect that 
anv plan along this line could be all- 
embracing, the radio appears to be the 
most eomprehensive medium that has 
come along up to now. 


Public Waking Up 


The play-going public, which for a 
long time has been apathetic toward 
the activities of the movies in forcing 
out the spoken drama, is now beginning 
to wake up and take notice of the situa- 
tion. 

From various parts of the country, in 
the last two weeks, there have come 
newspaper clippings, reporting the pro- 
tests of the people over the action of 
local theater operators in closing their 
houses to road shows, and in some in- 
stanees the newspapers themselves have 
fallen in line and published lengthy 
editorials on the subject. 

In one city the public went so far as 
to have the pre sident of the Chamber of 
Commerce appoint a committee to con- 
fer with the theater management, both 
locally afd in New York, with a view 
to finding out whether the theater own- 
ers (a circuit with practically a mo- 
nopoly in that territory) were justified 
in canceling legitimate attractions and, 
serving only pictures or pictures and 
vaudeville. 

This committee brought out the point 
that, in its opinion, the management of 
the theaters had not developed the 
proper contact with the local public to 
really know what kind of shows to of- 
fer, and as a consequence some plays 
failed to attract as much business as 
they expected. 

But, the Chamber of Commerce points 
out, this does not necessarily prove that 
the city will refuse to support good 
shows if they are properly presented, 
and a fair trial is asked. 

One big trouble with monopolies is that 
they want to run all the theaters in a com- 
munity and expect all of them to make 
barrels of money. With competition 
there is always sure to be extra effort 
on the part of each manager to make 
his programs more attractive than those 
at the other houses, and the public picks 
what it likes best. This not only gives 
amusement seekers better shows, but 
stimulates business in general. 

Absence of competition takes away 
the healthy rivalry between managers, 
eliminates the incentive to line up better 
programs, and reduces theatergoing to 
a mechanical operation. Under such 
conditions, instead of the houses with 
the poorest bills drawing the least 
trade, the good attractions are just as 
likely to suffer. 

Yet the monopolies dan’t seem to un- 
derstand that a firm which controls all 
the houses in a town or territory must 
take a loss in some of them, just as in- 
dividual dwners would have to take 
losses if there were free and open com- 
petition. 

This precarious situation does not af- 
fect legitimate productions alone. It 
hits the pictures as well. Chain theaters, 
movie or legitimate, are just like chain 
stores. With one office doing the buy- 
ing for the whole country, local man- 
agers have no way of catering to the 
particular desires of their patrons. If 
the attractions that come along are in 
line with-local taste, all right. If not, 
the central office can be blamed. 

The public must take what is offered 
or stay away. 

It is all in the nature of a puppet 
show, with the magnates in New York 
pulling the strings. 

One of these days the strings are sure 
to break. 


Cinema Critics 


Chester B. Bahn, the enterprising 
dramatic critic of The Syracuse Herald,is 
organizing the moving picture fans of 
his city into a critics’ club. The club 
will hold theater parties, discuss pic- 
tures, etc, and occasionally a member 
will be invited to serve as guest re- 
viewer of The Ilerald 


It is a harmless indoor sport, as Bahn 
himself admits, and it may even be pro- 
ductive of a little good. 

The chief merit of the idea lies in the 
fact that it may give the public a more 
reliable appraisal of the films. Movie- 
goers, as a class, are more interested in 


the entertainment qualities of a film 
than in the matters of technique on 
which the professional critic often ex 
pounds so laboriously. 

If for no other reason than to create 
interest in moviegoing, the stunt natu- 
rally is a worth-while undertaking fo) 
The Herald. 

A similar stunt for the spoken drama 
also wouldn't be a bad idea—altho, on 
second thought, the drama is not a thing 
to be handled about in this fashion. It 
calls for more serious attention. 

As far as accomplishing actual god 
is concerned, however, these fan activi 
ties are up against the uncertainty of 
being able to enlist active effort from 
the class of theatergoers who would }y 
best qualified to give worth-while opin- 
ions. This is the big drawback to the 
idea. 

While on the subject of film criticism, 
here is the formula of Don Clark, 
quoted from The Fourth Estate: 

“If I were a motion picture critic | 
would take into consideration whether 
or not a picture was intended as a fea- 
ture, a program or a special production; 
discuss the story, the direction, the 
photography and the acting separately, 
report the audience reaction, estimate 
the value as pure entertainment, and 
give my own idea as to its merits or 
demerits, dispassionately. I wouldn't 
write over the heads of the majority of 
my audience,” 


Cores and Encores 


Every kind of worm will turn sooner 
or later. Even the citizens of Texas are 
turning from the movies and going in 
for spoken entertainment with an 
avidity that should encourage road 
show managers, 


Included in the list of demands 
made by the theatergoers of London in 
their latest campaign for more comforts 
and lower prices is one item that will 
get an echo from American playgoers. 
This is the plea for shorter intermis- 
sions. 


When legitimate houses in big cities 
like St. Louis and Cincinnati must fill 
in weeks with pictures or remain dark 
at this season of the year, it’s a sure 
sign that the road-show business is in 
need of advisory attention right away. 


The reformers who have been raising 
so much racket about the lack of suf- 
ficient clothes in many of the produc- 
tions put on these last few years may 
be interested to know that back in the 
days of Aristophanes a somewhat 
similar fuss was brought about by the 
fact that actors wore too many clothes. 


Leo Donnelly, of Coal Oil Jennie, has 
the right idea. Commenting on John 
Golden's plan to revive interest in the 
drama on the road, Donnelly says: “The 
theater is sick, but I don’t think the 
Golden plan will help. What is needed 
is a propagandist to create sentiment 
for the poor old drama. That is what 
every other business does. Everybody 
knocks the theater. If there is nothing 
else to decry, the professional fault 
finder can always fall back on the de- 
cadence of the drama. And we never 
talk back. We should hire.a big public 
relations man to do nothing else but 
find and express for us all the good 
things that he can.” 

The effects of theater ticket scalping 
in New York are eventually felt out in 
the sticks, according to an editorial 
writer in The Daily Argus-Leader, of 
Sioux Falls, S. D. He figures it out 
this way: Ticket scalping is driving 
many lovers of the theater to other 
forms of entertainment. This affects 
the receipts of productions, which re- 
duces the royalties to authors, who in 
turn will devote their time to writin 
movie scenarios. The result will be les 
worth-while plays for New York, and 
consequently less good drama for the 
outposts, which get their| plays from 
New York. Isn't logic wonderful!

Dramatic Criticism 


New York, November 15, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—Never before have I read so sane, 
fair and logical an estimate of the status 
of the dramatic critic as that in your 
editorial of October 2. It is quite time 
that this subject should be thoughtfully 
considered. If the proprietors of news- 
papers would once listen in to the com- 
ments of readers of their dramatic criti- 
cisms they might learn something to their 
advantage After a new production is 
set up for ridicule or mud slinging, the 
average theatergoer “Oh, 
cnow it got panned, but that doesn't 
count much with me any more. Some of 
the best plays and longest runs got the 
same thing.” 

That people go to see the condemned 
play, and like it, would seem to point 
significantly to the fact that the uncritical, 
illogical critic is no longer considered an 
authority by thinking persons He isn't 
taken seriously. What is he there draw- 
ing a salary for, then? Possibly to be 
an “entertainer”, as you have so per- 
tinently remarked. 

One of these entertainers has been at 
it for years here in New York. The think- 
ing section of the community knew that 
his screeds were not criticism, that he 
Was just exploiting himself, getting up on 
his own little vaudeville stage to say: 
“Oh, look! See how cute Lam!” But the 
pity of it that a large number 
thought it was criticism, and, along with 
the clowning, took it seriously—and every- 
body read him, he was sa entertaining! 
For the author and producer who suffered 
there was no redress 

Dramatic criticism ought to be one 
of the most serious of all the professions. 
The author has spent months of toil, per- 
haps years of preparation for his work; 
the producer has spent a great deal of 
money and much wearing thought for 
that first night, and the next morning a 
flippant, unfair estimate, with less thought 
or logic than he would write up a cock 
fight, is the critic’s ultimatum. 

Taking notes, as you suggest, might 
assist the memory. Years ago [I was a 
dramatic critic on a paper, and I always 
took notes, and T never tried to be an en- 
tertainer. JT held down my job just as 
long as T wanted it.

amusement management as has ever been 
seen by curious sightseers on the last 
Sunday of a season on any circus lot. 

Following this ideal Sunday came a 
“circus day” forenoon of sunshine that 
encouraged a lineup of almost the entire 
population on the advertised parade 
route. Added to the good impression 
made on Sunday, the street parade was 
the clinching argument to Savannahans 
that Sparks was prepared to give par 
value and extra dividends in the after- 
noon and night performances.

DENVER, Col.—Courtney Ryley Coop- 
er is pleased with the filming of The 
Last Frontier. He describes it in The 
Denver Post: “It is a pretty hard thing 
for a writer to see his own picture, once 
it has heen transferred to the screen. 
Deep in his heart, he doesn't want to see 
it—-not because of some lofty idea that 
the story may have been ‘hashed’ in the 
making, but simply because he wonders 
whether that story will be interpreted in 
the manner in which he visualized it, 
dreamed it, and pictured it upon the 
mental screen of his own imagination in 
the creation of it. Often, very often, he 
is disappointed, simply because of an- 
other viewpoint from that he has visual- 
ized. But now and again he is lifted to 
the uttermost heights of happiness by 
seeing recreated with living persons, with 
real scenery instead of the imaginative 
stuff of his brain. the very thing which he 
himself had pictured in the writing, the 
very action, the very characters, the very 
reproduction of what once had been 
merely an idea, clamoring within a 
brain to be put into life on paper. And 
for this reason there is happiness for me 
this week at the Colorado Theater, where 
George Seitz’s picturization of my novel, 
The Last Frontier, is showing. For The 
Last Frontier-upon the screen is the way 
I dreamed it out in California several 
years ago! And it gives a fellow a thrill 
to see a thing like that come true! I 
hope that there are as many thrills for 
other folk in The Last Frontier as there 
were for me. For a good many years I 
was a friend of Buffalo Bill. He told me 
many of the incidents which came to life 
in the picture at the Co’orado this week 
—the story, for instance, where he lost 
his new buckskin coat to California Joe 
as the result of a bet; the cutting up of 
Wild Bill's picture by an army post co- 
quet, the machinations of border villains 
in selling rifles to the Ind'ans—these 
things and others Buffalo Bi'l told me, 
long before I ever dreamed that I some 
day would write a story in which he 
would appear as one of the heroes. Queer 
how things turn out, isn’t it?” 


A V°HEMENT PROTEST against 
killing off the last wild, free buffalo in 
the United States at a hunt to be held on 
Antelope Island in Great Sa‘'t Lake, Utah, 
in November, has heen registered in a 
letter by G. W. Lillie (Pawnee Bill), ac- 
cording to Adventure Magazine. This 
hunt is described in invitations sent out 
to a number of sportsmen as the last 
great buffalo hunt ever to be staged. Mr. 
Lillie’s letter follows: 

“From my earliest recollection I never 
saw a buffalo robe or a mounted buffalo 
head that I did not feel that it should not 
have been killed. Many millions were 
killed just for their hides and the de- 
liciots meat was left to the wolves and 
vultures. In the early ‘70s there were 
ful'y 50,090,000 buffaloes roaming our 
Western plains; then the commercial hunt- 
ers came, killing them cnly for their hides, 
two dollars each. In a few short years 
the buffalo herds were annihilated. As 
early as ‘72 the ruthless slaughter which 
was then taking place aroused our West- 
ern congressmen to action. Delegate Me- 
Cormack, of Arizona, and Senator Cole, 
of California, introduced a bill in Con- 
gress to protect the buffalo, but lack of 
interest by the Eastern members pre- 
vented it from passing. It was not until 


1906, when T, thru the good offices of 
Hon B. S. MeGu're, congressman from

This, of course, does not 
cover more than a very small number of 
the exhibitors, but park men will have 
plenty to interest them in all depart- 
ments during the days of the convention, 
which is being hailed as the greatest 
among all meetings of the National As- 
sociation of Amusement Parks. 


Traver Eng. Company 


In install'ng coaster rides, park owners 
and managers demand that the prime 
requisite be strength.

This year the Custer Specialty Com- 
Dany, Inc, will exhibit for the first time

This wi'l be operated the same as 
the larger cars and it is believed it wil 
fill a definite need for the youngsters. 


This company will also exhibit a coin- 
control mechanism which can be attached 
to any of the park cars now in use as 
well as the 1927 models. This device 
will cut down the number of operators 
required on Custer Car rides by making 
them operate by ether a coin or token. 
This device can be supplied for either 
five or 10-cent pieces or ‘tokens of any 
value. 

Another exhibit wi'l be their new type 
rubber bumper safety steering wheel, 


which makes it practically imposs'ble 
for any injury to occur to the person op- 
erating the car. 


The New Zoomer 


Their new ride, the Zoomer, w'll be 
given its first exhibition this year. They 
have been at work on th's ride for a 
number of years and have only ‘elt this 
summer that they had a suitable ride 
for amusement parks. It was tried out 
in full size at Euclid Beach Park, Cleve- 
land, O., during the latter part of the 
present season w'th marked success. 


It consists essentially of airplanes sus- 
pended from an overhead beam. The 
cars can be operated either separately or 
in trains, as each car is equipped with 
its own propelling means in the form of 
an airplane propeler mounted d-rectly 
on the shaft of a five-horse-power motor. 
This motor obtains its power from a 
trolley mounted on the underside of the 
beam. The planes are suspended by 
specially designed safety springs wh'ch 
in actual operation give passengers all 
the thrills experienced in actual! flight 
in an airp'ane. 

The track is built mostly of curves, 
which keeps the car in a constant sw ng- 
ing motion thruout the ride. Due to 
the fact that the swinging is not un‘form, 
no sickness or dizziness is experienced 
by passengers. 

The ent-re ride is constructed of metal, 
no wood framing being used on any part 
except the loading platform. The ride can

The length 
will vary from 1,500 to 3,000 feet, de- 
pending on the size of the park. All 
wearing parts are of special'y treated 
steel and therefore the maintenance will 
be at a minimum. 

Each car’wi!'l carry four passengers 
and it is recommended that these be as- 
sembled in trains of six cars each. A 
special switch makes it possible to use 
one or more trains at a time. The ride 
wil require a 70-foot frontage, altho 
this can be reduced to 50 feet if neces- 
sary. The ride can be designed so that 
other concessions can be placed in front 
of it, only requiring ticket-booth space 
in case the park is greatly congested.

Eli Bridge Company 

An attractive exhibit is promised in 
a nickel-plated model of the No. 5 Big 
Eli Wheel. This has been constructed 
by Superintendent Lee A. Sullivan, of the 
Eli Bridge Company, at the factory, 
Jacksonville, Il. 

In reality it is a genuine working 
image of the larger product, stands five 
feet high, is one-eighth natural size and 
is driven by a small electric motor. All 
mechanical features are included and its 
bui'ding involved the same engineering 
problems as the larger wheels. 

The bright finish of the towers, hubs, 
spokes and all metal parts adds reality 
to the machine; drive sheave and idler 
wheel are in black enamel; small seats 
in red and green; brake and clutch 
levers that really work, -and, like the 
larger wheel, all like parts of this min'- 
ature are interchangeable.

Here’s a Park Story 
That Carries a Punch 


In the current issue of Play, the cheer- 
ful house organ of the Philadelphia To- 
boggan Company, there is a story that 


should appeal to all park men, It is full 
of pathos and sound common se, and 
we feel like passing along this contribu- 


tion from the magazine that carries a 
subtitle of “friendliness and inspiration”. 
Play justifies its title and subtitle to the 
full. Here is the story: 

“In a certain Eastern city there is a 
little park ow ned by two men. One of 
them has fairly “good ideas about park 
management. The other’s only ideal and 
aim is ‘get the money’, and he doesn't 
care very much how the money is ob- 
tained. 

“This thing we hear so much about 
these days among enlightened managers— 
park morality—seems to be something of 
which this park has never heard or 
thought. The dance floor, for instance, is 
a place where ‘let your conscience be your 
guide’ seems to be the rule. By and 
large, the park is becoming known as a 
rather unsafe place for women or young- 
sters who value their morals. And the 
place is dying fast—patronage falling off 
so rapidly that it is only a question of a 
brief period when the park won't be doing 
enough business to support itself. 

“Let’s change the film. At Euclid 
Beach, in Cleveland, there was a park 
out along the lake that had been very 


loosely conducted for years. The sheriff 
got it. Dudley S. Humphrey—'D. S.’, as 
he is lovingly called—took it over, and 
he and his brother set about the job of 
rehabilitating the property. 

“Now it is one of the most successful 
parks in the country—growing all the 
time in popularity and in value. When 
other park men say that the weather or 
other conditions are holding things back, 
that park goes ahead. Why? Because it 
is a place in which the people who go 
there know they are safe and will be 
courteously treated. It has its own rigid 
code of morals. If you don’t behave your- 
self within its confines, out you go, with- 
out any ifs, ands or buts about it. Its 
dance hall is one of the best paying dance 
halls in the land. It is stringently super- 
vised. The whole park is physically and 
morally clean. Families, lodges, churches, 
picnic parties find it a happy haven. In- 
dividuals talk well of it and come back 
to enjoy its pleasing attractions. 

“There are other places like that I could 
tell of if I had the space. The point I 
want to make this month is that it pays 
to be clean and decent. It pays to feel 
that people are human beings and should 
be treated as such. It pays to make ’em 
want to come back.”

geles, the largest city west of Chicago 
and the sixth largest city in the Union, 
is today wide open to pitchmen, thanks 
to those who possessed the foresight, in- 
tellect and perseverance to make. the 
N. P. S. P. A. a possibility. Firm in 
their convictions, overcoming what ap- 
peared to be insurmountable obstacles 
and handicaps, these men can now look 
back and see the results of their labor. 
It has not been in vain. While five years 
have elapsed since the writer has been 
in Los Angeles, he remembers how hard 
it was then for a pitchman to work in 
that town. Today one need only stroll 
along the main thorofates of that fair 
city in Southern California to see what 
the N. P. 8S. P. A. has accomplished. 
Realizing what such an organization ac- 
complished for the boys in Los Angeles, 
pitchmen in Chicago, Cincinnati and 
Baltimore were not long getting in line 
and organizing local lodges. The result 
is that these towns, which heretofore 
were closed, are now open to pitchmen. 
How many towns and cities are closed 
to pitchmen today that 10 years ago were 
wide open? Figure it up and you will 
see that the answer is about 7 out of 10. 
Slowly but surely the pitchman of today 
is gradually being denied the right of 
earning a livelihood in his chosen pro- 
fession. Towns are being closed, per- 
mits are being denied, while towns that 
will issue a reader are charging such an 
exorbitant sum that a pitchman cannot 
afford the price and derive a profit from 
his receipts. To those who can see the 
handwriting on the wall the answer is to 
organize. Remember that in union there 
is strength. Now that the road season 
is nearly over and pitchmen are going 
into the larger cities to spend the winter, 
why not organize more locals? It can be 
done. What about the boys in Cleveland, 
Kansas City, Memphis, Louisville, Pitts- 
burgh, ete. Wake up, boys. and re- 
member that the Lord helps those who 
help themselves.” 


WHO SAYS JOHN MURRAY (New 
Eng'and Jack) isn’t a lecturer? Read 
this pipe, fellows, and ponder. In- 
cidentally he is one of many disposed to 
take a fall out of Doc James Carson, 
whose recent’'y published remarks about 
pitchmen and meh men who affect pic- 
turesque costumes has attracted more 
attention than a wagon load of monkeys 
with their tails chopped off. Folks, per- 
mit me to present your old friend, New 
England Jack, who goes to it this wise: 
“The writer has just finished digesting 
the entire contents of the November 6 
issue. I have heard of the seven won- 
ders of the world, have seen the greatest 
show on earth and am in full possession 
of the five senses of man and I want 
to say right now, speaking thru a mega- 
phone from an elevated point, these 
things. Get me, boys. The pipes in The 
Billboard are the most’ wonderful 
barometer known. They act as a light 
to show you the way. Recently some- 
one wanted to know why medicine men 
and promoters wear Western hats. Well, 
I'll tell you. Because it looks romantic. 
It looks conspicuous. It looks attractive. 
It stops the multitude and brings in the 
bacon, and it buys fried chicken. Gaze 
upon the newsstands today. We have 
more Western story books and displays 
than ever before in our history, more 
Western movies, more scout perform- 
ances than there were in the pioneer 
days. Listen in to this, boys. It does 
not make much difference what style of 
clothes you choose to wear, so long as 
you look clean. I am sorry to state that 
a lot of the boys do not take care of their 
persons at all. I have seen promoters 
who needed a shave, a bath, a haircut 
and clothes cleaned and pressed. Their 
shoes needed shining and their teeth 
needed a scrubbing. Hat ought to have 
been blocked and reshaped. And, for the 
love of suffering cats, shave and wash 
your neck, put on a clean shirt and col- 
lar and keep your necktie from touching 
your chin while you are in action. Don’t 
smoke and try to demonstrate at the 
same time. Lay off on that butt. Cut 
out that blah-blah about the cleanups 
you made and first clean yourself up. 
You are always talking about a flash. 
Flash yourself. Soap was made to use. 
So were safety razors. Manicure your 
finger nails. You can buy a file in a 
10-cent store. Get wise to yourself and 
don’t always tell us about bloomers and 
blunders here and there. Another thing, 
buy a dictionary and learn the English 
language. Cut out the guff slang and 
stop arguing with buyers. What's the 
matter with you, anyway? Can’t you be 
ethical and courteous when you are 
taking people’s money? How come? I 
am just as tough a bloke as you are, but 
I don’t let everyone know it. I smoke, 


chew tobacco and can swallow the juice, 
and I drink when I feel like it, but not 
when I am on the job. Always remem- 
ber, business is business. Come on, let’s 
go. I saw a sign once on a laundry 
that was. next door to a church. It 
read, ‘Cleanliness is next to godliness.’ 
A word to the wise is sufficient.” 


SID SIDENBERG has a few things to 
say. Hearken unto his words: “I just 


bought a Billboard and carefully read, 
as well as enjoyed, the Pipes in this 
week’s issue. The news was very in- 
teresting. Tommy Burns, Austin Rogers 
and Irving Levy’s articles in regards to 
the N. S. P. S. A. were very interesting 


reading matter in view of the fact that . 


in the same column my pipe appeared 
along with your comment on the N. S. 
P. S. A. When I ca'‘led on you during 
my last visit to Cincinnati you requested 
me to comment on the doings of pitch- 
dom, At that time I thought it inad- 
visable to start the ball rolling. I did 
not care to then, and I do not care to 
enter any controversy now, but as you 
asked me to write the article, and in 
view of the fact that it may help pitch- 
dom—here goes. I will commence with 
the N. S. P. S. A. From what I learned 
and from indications the members of the 
association are not unlike the merchants 
in some of the towns that we have 
worked in. They also have an organiza- 
tion—mainly to crush competition. Th- 
‘home guards’ never did like the idea of 
a pitchman coming into their town and 
getting a good location. Naturally the 
raps were in order. In the first p'ace, 
what can an association of that char- 
acter accomplish? They certainly can’t 
tell the city officials that they are going 
down on a corner and block traffic. It 
cannot be done! The only way that the 
pitchmen can and will get justice is to 
pitch in a large sum, hire some real good 
legal talent and go to the Supreme Court 
and get a decision and settle the matter 
for all time. I am one in favor of a 
test case. I claim that the pitchmen, 
and also the jobbers, who supply the 
p'tchmen with stock ought to contribute 
their bit and assist in making the test 
case. I believe in an association for the 
boys as a fraternal organization, but 
this idea of fighting your battles is all 
the bunk. The*pitchman of today looks 
out for himself. I'll take that back. 
There are some who will split time and 
give a fellow some real information. But 
how many hand out a bum steer! Think 
it over. Bill, I believe that the boys 
should have an organization. The fel- 
lows who are always getting into trouble 
and are yelling for help are the ones 
that organize to fight. Pitchmen are 
like ‘any other business men. There are 
good and bad just like in any other field. 
Some believe in giving the public value 
for money received, while others believe 
that they ought to trim ‘monkeys’—also 
like in other lines of business. I have 
seen pitchmen who belong to the asso- 
ciation, and a lot of them who don’t 
belong, do enough to close any town, re- 
gardless of how wide open it may be. 
It would be worse yet if the merchants 
and the powers that be knew that they 
were organized. This way a fellow can 
defend himself, but if he has to answer 
for what the other fellow does he sure 
enough will be out of luck. I won't say 
that all the pitchmen are the same way, 
for I find that there are many real 
honest-to-goodness fellows on the road 
and they are an asset to thé game. But 
how about these fel'!ows who sit in the 
lobbies of the hotels cutting wp grands 
and knocking the merchants and every- 
thing in the town in general? They call 
the beginners in the game Johnny-come- 
latelys. They forget that we all were 
new in the game. I never worry about 
how many are behind me. It’s the fel- 
low that makes the town in front of me 
that worries me. How did he leave that 
town? Can I work there? How many 
times have we seen a pitchman knock 
everything in town perhaps because he 
wasn’t allowed to sell there. The mer- 
chants, the police department and the 
people all come in for a drubbing. But 
the true live, wide-awake pitchman 
boosts all the time anything and every- 
thing. It’s human for the merchants to 
yell on a fellow who is always knocking. 
A real pitchman doesn’t have to knock. 
He is a natural born salesman. His talk 
doesn’t sell the article, but it makes the 
people buy. There is no one on earth 
knows that better than the large manu- 
facturing concerns in this country and 
that is why they all want their articles 
introduced thru pitchdom. It is their 
first and best line of advertising. They 
are the ones that know the power of 
pitchdom and they respect pitchdom, but 
these fellows who are always knocking

Nat Reiss Shows 


WASHINGTON, Ga., Nov. 6.—The Nat 
Reiss Shows closed the 1526 season here 
tonight, with the closing of the Wilkes 
County Legion Fair, and immediately 
started storing the equipment in winter 
quarters on the fairgrounds, 

The Wilkes County Fair was a sur- 
prise in that the organization had an 
even break and might have made money, 
but adverse weather conditions at the 
start held down attendance and killed 
the first two days of the fair entirely. 
Three years ago the American Legion 
Post here took over the county fair, 


which had been suspended. The active 
members of the post at that time started 
the ground work for a complete exposi- 
tion of Wilkes County products and that 
aim was achieved this year in two im- 
mense exhibit buildings filled to over- 
flowing with agricultural products and 
home-work exhibits Special-event days 
also contributed to the success of the 
fair, and an advertising campaign fin- 
ished off the success of the Legion's ef- 
fort, even in the face of 11l-cent cotton. 
Legionnaire Louis Amason was responsi- 
ble for that phase. 

The week opened cold and cleudy, fol- 
lowed by rain and colder weather Tues- 
day and Wednesday, the first two days 
of the fair, but Thursday saw a slight 
moderation with a beautiful sun and the 
fair had its first real attendance, fol- 
lowed by record-smashing crowds Fri- 
day and Saturday. Monroe, last week 
was a bloomer. The drawing population 
was too small, and the ll-cent cotton 
was the finishing touch. The topography 
of the fairground also contributed to the 
failure of the Nat Reiss Shows there, 
the splitting up of the attractions to fit 
the three layers of the grounds placing 
the shows and rides at a big di-advantage. 
Secretary A. B. Mobley, a live wire, did 
all he could to co-operate and the two 
newspapers, Walton News and Walton 
Tribune, gave unlimited support both to 
the fair and the Nat Reiss Shows. 

During the 33 weeks of the season the 
show covered 3,887 miles in seven States 
on 12 railroads. There have been but few 
changes in the personnel of the organiza- 
tion during the season and virtually no 
changes in the executive staff, and there 
will be no changes of consequence in 
the staff for the coming season. 

The Nat Reiss Shows will winter here. 
Washington was chosen because of the 
nature of the buildings, the location and 
size, permitting, under roof, the carrying 
out of the immense building program 
which Mr. Melville has announced for 
the coming year. Trackage has been ob- 
tained on the Georgia Railroad. 

A small unit, under the management of 
J. F. Murphy and Nathan Miller, opens 
Monday in Lanette, Ala., for a winter 
tour, w'th Florida as the objective. This 
show will have no connection with the 
Nat Reiss Shows beyond booking from 
the Nat Reiss Shows two of three rides 
and the same number of shows. 

In a final sum up the Nat Reiss Shows 
has been successful in conducting public 
relations work during the past year of 
great value to the carnival business as 
a whole.

Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 19.—A bal- 
ance of approximately $20,000 to the 
credit of the State Fair Association was 
reported to the fair board by Ernest S. 
Holmes, manager of the association. 
These figures included a cash balance of 
$18,677, with outstanding bills receivable 
amounting to $3,486, and estimated bills 
payable amounting to $2,000. 

On June 20, 1926,

was $4,342.47. Since then the association 
has received $15,000 from the horse-racing 
association, $28.153 in receipts during the 
fair, $6,569 from concessions, $1,350 from 
track rental, $4,800 refund for harness 


race purses, $2,192 in exhibitors’ fees, 
$2,275 for space in buildings, $521 for 
space on the grounds and $423 from mis- 
cellaneous sources, making a total of 


$75,609. Premiums at the fair this year 
cost the association $19,318.

The Five-Day Week and the Cireus 


By FLETCHER SMITH 


This is not a little more free publicity 
for Henry Ford. His name has been used 
so ofter and he has become so generally 
known that when one hears mention of 
his name it is not immediately associated 
with automobiles. Ford may be always 
counted on to originate some innovation 
that will be of vast benefit to himself or 
his business. Perhaps we are giving him 
too much credit, and it should go to some 
brainy executive in his employ. Be that 
as it may, Ford is too crafty a busi- 
ness man to take any false steps. 
His latest move is to inaugurate a five- 
day week and his example would be 
followed, if possible, by the trades un- 
ions all over the country. Before we 
take up for the purpose of discussion 
the effect such a move would have 
on the circus and the amusement busi- 
ness as a whole, just for a moment 
let us see just what prompted Ford to 
give his employees an extra day without 
loss of pay. It may be that Ford is suf- 
fering from damaging opposition from 
other makers of popular-priced cars and 
sees in the future the necessity of cur- 
tailing his production. Being averse to 
shutting down his plants, the cutting off 
of one day’s production, as it is said he 
turns out a completed car in seven min- 


utes, would answer his purpose in 
this direction. Again, with two holidays 
in a week, Saturday and Sunday, the 


workingman will have more time to 
burn up the gas and there will be a cor- 
respondingly increased demand for cars. 
Tf Ford really wanted to be a good fellow 
with his employees he could have given 
them a two-week vacation in the sum- 
mer, with full pay. or he could have put 
in operation the five-day week during 
the winter months and maintained a six- 
in the summer, say from the 
April to the first of November. 
But Ford knew that there would not be 
such a demand for his cars in the winter, 
there would be less joy riding and hence 
not during this period a universal de- 
mand for his cars. Ford will lose noth- 
ing by his five-day week, and it looks 
as tho he and the gasoline producers were 
in cahoots 

Now, let us see what effect the five- 
day week, if gen¢rally adopted, will have 
on the show business. In the first place, 
every one in the circus business knows 
that Saturday is the poorest day of the 
week. It is the day that working people 
do their trading in the shops, and spend 
what little money they have to spend 
either in joy riding or visiting friends, or 
at the picture shows. Monday the circus

has good business from the fact that it 
has a chance to advertise itself over Sun- 
day. Everybody, if so inclined, can be 
on hand at the unloading and spend the 
entire day on the show ground. Ah. I hear 
some one say. couldn’t they do these things 
if we did not work on Saturday, and with 
our pay in our pockets we could make 
Saturday a big day for the circus? 
Ganted that this is true, but how about 
Monday? The older element does not 
largely patronize the circus. It is the 
young people and the kids. The aver- 
age young workingman or girl spends as 
fast as they earn. It takes money to 
keep up with the procession nowadays. 
Give the middle-aged workingman the 
extra day and he would spend it in his 
garden or sitting on the front porch or 
chatting with his neighbors. Not so with 
the younger element. The modern young 
man or woman bent on pleasure is go- 
ing to doll up early Saturday and hie 
himself or herself away to the city, and 
the resorts, dance at some famous coun- 
try inn, joy ride thru the suburbs and 
put in a hilarious day and night of it 
for there is another day coming in which 
to rest and be in trim for the Monday 
grind. There will be no more blue Mon- 
days with red Saturdays and white Sun- 
days. The circus on Saturday would 
give them scarcely a passing notice. 
The younger element will be broke 
also on Monday. They will have spent 
all they possess in having a good time, 
especially when they have two days to 
do it in. What will be the result? Dis- 
satisfaction will arise over what seems 
to them inadequate wages Having 
secured a five-day week, they will want 
an increase in wages and will strike if 
necessary to try and secure it. Strikes 
are no benefit to any line of business, 
especially a circus. With labor busy on 
Saturday the circus had some chance of 
getting business at night, as the laboring 
man had not spent the day to his own 
inclinations and the money he _ ordi- 
narily would have devoted to amusement, 
A five-day week might possibly be of 
benefit to the moving-picture shows. It 
has become a fixed habit with the movie 
patrons to take in the Saturday night 
performances, but the matinees have 
never been well patronized. Given the 
Saturday to themselves labor might turn 
to the moving-picture theaters in the 
aftagnoon. In many localities the pic- 
ture shows and theaters, as well as 
summer parks and dance halls, are al- 
lowed to operate on Sunday. The circus, 
unless it be in some portions of the

South and around Chicago, is unable to 
exhibit on the seventh day. Its big d 
has always been on Monday. With tw: 
days in which to seek amusement t} 
circus will find that if the five-day 
week ever is universally adopted it is 
going to have really no real big day in 
the week on which it can figure on doing 
an extraordinary business. As far as 
carnivals are’ concerned, the five-day 
week will not make for them much dif- 
ference. Its night business for them, 
and Saturday has always been their 
clean-up day. There js something about 
this branch of the amusement business 
that attracts the working people with a 
nickel to spend, and while they micht 
get a little better patronage Saturday 
afternoons with Saturday a holiday, it 
would not be big enough money to hea 
hardly noticeable. During the summer 
months the beaches and the parks. as 
well as the dance resorts, attract th 
spenders among the laboring class. Th: 
circus seldom exhibits at summer re- 
sorts; that is, the resosts where ther 
is such active competition as rides and 
dance halls. It does, however, play 
sections of the country where the better 
class of people congregate and take un 
the circus for entertainment The five 
day week would not affect this class 
the least. There really seems to be no 
argument in favor of a five-day week 
aS an asset to the circus business. “Six 
days shall thou labor and do all thy 
work,” says the Bible. If the laboring 
Class gets the five-day week it will be 
because owing to the general depression 
in all branches of industry thruout th: 
country the heads will welcome it a 
one way to curtail production, deplete an 
overstocked market and perhaps creat: 
an advance in prices that will more than 
offset the payment of a full week's 
Salary for five days’ work.

However, since he has taken a job 
with the producers, naturally, in a busi- 
way, he is opposed to the theater 
because he represents the seller 
of pictures, and the buyer and seller can 
not mix any more than oil and water.

No one asked me 
whether the contract suited me while it was 
being written, but I did protest to Mr. Hays, 
immediately after it was brought out, that 
the contract was unfair, and Mr. Hays 
said in his answer that theirs is a pro- 
ducers and distributors’ organization, and 
until all branches of the industry co- 
operate we must serve our clients. In 
other words, the producers were looking 
after their business first, and the theater 
owners were not looking at all. * 
“Theater owners are too busy battling 
each other to pay any attention to con- 
tracts, but give them a political pot and 
they keep it boiling over continually. If 
the exhibitors want the contract changed 


always 


they can have it changed. All they need 
to do is to ask to have it changed. The 
proof of this statement is in the fact that 
twice this year a large, earnest, repre- 


sentative body of theater owners met, once 
with Mr. Hays at the Union Club, New 


York, in February, and second at Battle 
Creek, with Mr. Pettijohn, and every re- 
quest of the theater owners that was 
made was granted. 

“The first meeting came about this 
way: Last January I happened to be 
aske a to address a national conference 
in Chicago on Federal censorship Mr. 
Pettijohn came out to Indianapolis to 
confer with me on the matter. Among 


other things I again told him that the 
uniform contract was unfair. He said: 
‘Yes, Frank, it is onesided, and we want 
to give you a better contract, but you 
theater owners are so divided, and no 
two can agree on what you want So 
we cannot give you a better contract, and 
have to go ahead with the old one.’ I 
had Mr. Pettijohn reduce this statement 
to writing, and I called up theat®#¥® owners 
in several States and told them the facts. 
We decided to meet at French Lick, then 
changed it to the Union Club meeting with 
Mry Hays, and then contract was modi- 
fied, just as we asked. Mr. Hays agreed 
to every item the theater owners re- 
quested. 

“The second meeting, at Battle 
was called by Al Steffes, of Minnesota, 
and H. M> Richey, of Michigan. They 
were not satisfied with arbitration (and 
it seems Richey is not satisfied yet). 
Mr. Pettijohn spent many hours at Battle 
Creek trying to find out what the theater

owners wanted. Since that meeting Mr. 
Hays had made a formal statement, ‘that 
arbitration from now on shall be decided 


on equity and justice, using the contract 
as a basis.” That is what we asked for 
and got. Again, what more can be done? 

“There is no problem of any description, 
no controversy between distributor and 
exhibitor, that cannot be ironed out by the 
leaders getting together across the table 
and ironing out the wrinkles, and that is 
the only way if will be done.”

God- 
frey Tearle, representing the Stage Guild, 
said that the Guild felt that amateur 
performances were harmful to the pro- 
fession and reduced the takings of tour- 
ing companies. The Guild seems to be 
adopting a very short-sighted policy to 
the amateur and little theater movement, 
and Tearle’s. remarks displayed the 
Guild’s characteristic lack of vision. For, 
as Barker pointed out, the amateur and 
semi-professional movements in this 
country are doing much to build up a 
more informed theatrical public. St. John 
Ervine voiced the opposition of some 
authors to the performance of plays by 
amateurs on a royalty rather than on a 
fixed fee basis. This also seems very 
shortsighted, since heavy amateur fees 
are hampering the development especially 
of small play-producing groups, and the 
Society of Authors has refused to make 
a general recommendation to its members 
to depart from the flat-rate principle, but 
the Drama League hopes to reconcile the 
two interests. 

Speaking at the O. P. Club last Sunday 
night, when Peggy O'Neil was in the 
chair, Gilbert Frankau, novelist, dis- 
cussed the English and American stage. 
He was immensely struck by the emo- 
tional power of American as compared 
with English actresses, tho he considered 
the latter more finished in comedy. On 
the other hand, he said that “nothing 
worse than the average man actor had 
ever been conceived,” and he resented 
recent pronouncements as to the shouting 
of English actors, stating that many 
American actors were inaudible.
